AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  THE  CONSTRUCTION 
OF  ORDINANCES. 

Be  it  Ordained  hy  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Charlestown, 
as  follows: 

Sect.  1.  All  By-Laws  of  the  City  shall  be  called  "  Ordinan- 
ces," and  the  enacting  clause  thereof  shall  be  "  Be  it  Ordained 
•    by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Charlestown,  as  follows  : " 

Sect.  2.  All  Ordinances  shall  be  engrossed  at  length  by  the 
City  Clerk,  in  the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  passed,  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  made  of  strong  linen  paper,  with 
proper  margin  and  index,  and  strongly  bound,  which  shall  be 
kept  in  the  City  Clerk's  Office,  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
citizens.  Such  Ordinances  and  Orders  as  the  City  Council  may 
direct,  shall  be  published  two  weeks  successively  in  one  or  more 
papers  published  in  the  City. 

Sect.  3.  The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Printing  shall' 
have  the  direction  of  the  Printing  of  Ordinances  and  other  docu- 
ments ordered  to  be  printed.  Fifteen  copies,  in  addition  to  the 
number  ordered  by  the  City  Council,  shall  be  printed  and  dis- 
tributed as  follows :  five  copies  in  the  City  Clerk's  Office ;  two 
in  the  City  Marshal's  Office :  and  one  in  each  of  the  following 
Rooms,  namely  :  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  Common  Council, 
School  Committee,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Engineers,  Assessors, 
City  Solicitor,  and  Treasurer.  The  Committee  on  Printing  shall 
make  contracts  for  printing,  and  approve  the  bills  therefor. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  Ordinance  shall  provide  for  the 
election  of  any  City  Officer,  at  or  within  a  time  specified,  such 
provision  shall  be  considered  as  directory  ;  and  any  election  after 
the  expiration  of  such  time  shall  be  valid. 
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Sect.  5.  In  the  construction  of  Ordinances,  the  following 
rules  shall  be  observed,  unless  the  construction  thereby  attained 
would  be  inconsistent  with  the  manifest  intent  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, or  repugnant  to  the  context  of  the  Ordinance,  that  is  to  say — 
First:  Whenever  any  thing  is  prohibited,  the  agent  or  employer 
as  well  as  the  person  actually  doing  such  forbidden  act,  shall  be 
liable  to  the  prescribed  penalty.  Second  :  The  word  "Streets" 
includes  avenues,  courts,  lanes,  alleys,  public  squares,  and  places  ; 
and  each  of  these  words  includes  every  other  of  them.  Words 
importing  the  singular  number  may  extend  and  be  applied  to 
several  persons  or  things ;  words  importing  the  plural  number  may 
include  the  singular ;  and  words  importing  the  masculine  gender 
may  be  applied  to  the  female.  Third  :  Whenever  anything  is 
prohibited  to  be  done  without  the  permission  or  license  of  some 
Officer  or  Board,  such  Officer  or  Board  shall  have  power  to  per- 
mit or  license  such  thing  to  be  done.  Fourth  :  Ordinances  shall 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  time  therein  re- 
spectively limited. 

Sect.  6.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  A  SEAL  FOR  THE 

CITY  OF  CHARLESTOWN. 
Sect.  1.   The  following  shall  be  the  device  of  the  Seal  of  said 
City,  to  wit :    In  the  centre  thereof  a  view  of  the  Bunker- Hill 
Monument  and  Monument  Square  ;  on  the 
outer  circle,  around  the  same,  the  inscrip- 
tion shall  be,  "  Charlestown  —  Founded  A. 
D.  1628.   Established  a  City,  A.  D.  1847; " 
within  a  smaller  circle,  as  the  City  motto, 
shall  be  the  words,  "Liberty,  —  a  trust  to 
be  transmitted  to  posterity ; "  the  whole  to 
be  arranged  according  to  the  impression 
of  Seal  hereunto  annexed. 
Sect.  2.    This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 
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No.  3. 

An  ordinance  relating  to  the  calling  of  MEET- 
INGS AND  THE  TIME  OF  OPENING  AND 
CLOSING  THE  POLLS. 

Sect.  1.  The  form  of  Warrants  for  calling  Meetings  of  the 
citizens  of  the  several  Wards  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :

Sect.  2.  The  form  of  Warrants  for  calling  General  Meetings 
of  the  citizens,  qualified  to  vote,  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit :

Sect.  3.  All  Warrants,  whether  for  calling  General  Meetings, 
or  for  calling  Meetings  of  the  citizens  of  the  several  Wards,  shall 
be  issued  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  seven  days  at  least  before 
the  time  for  holding  the  same,  and  they  shall  contain  a  statement 
of  the  objects  of  the  Meetings  ;  they  shall  be  signed  by  the  City 
Clerk,  and  shall  be  served  by  any  Constable  of  the  City,  by 
leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  the  residence  of  every  citizen  qualified 
to  vote  at  the  ^Meeting  called  thereby,  and  by  posting  a  copy 
thereof  near  the  place  of  said  Meeting,  seven  days  at  least  before 
the  time  of  holding  such  Meeting.  And  the  Constable  to  whom 
any  Warrant  shall  be  delivered  for  service,  shall  duly  return  the 
same,  with  his  doings  thereon,  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  if  it 
be  for  calling  a  general  Meeting ;  otherwise,  to  the  Warden  of 
the  Ward  named  therein.  And  in  all  Warrants  for  calling 
Meetings  of  the  citizens  of  the  several  Wards,  the  time  of  open- 
ing and  closing  the  Polls  shall  be  prescribed. 

Sect.  4.  At  all  Meetings  of  the  citizens  of  the  several  Wards 
for  the  election  of  National,  State,  District,  County,  City  and 
Ward  Officers,  the  Polls  shall  be  opened  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  and  they  shall  not  be  kept  open  after  the  hour  of  sunset ; 
but  in  no  case  shall  they  be  closed  earlier  than  four  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon. 

Sect.  5.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 
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No.  4. 

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  THE  CITY  CLERK. 

Sect.  1.  The  City  Council  shall,  in  their  annual  appropria- 
tion bill,  appropriate  a  definite  sum,  for  the  salary  of  the  City 
Clerk,  which  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  performed  by,  or  re- 
quired of  him  as  City  Clerk. 

Sect.  2.  The  City  Clerk  may  employ  an  assistant,  but  such 
assistant  shall  be  paid  by  him  out  of  the  sum  appropriated  as  his 
salary,  unless  the  City  Council  shall  otherwise  order. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Clerk  shall  perform  all  the  duties  which 
are  now  required  of  him  by  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  City  Charter,  and  the  Ordinances  of  the  City,  and  also  all 
duties  which  may  hereafter  be  required  of  him  by  any  Law  of 
the  Commonwealth  or  Ordinance  of  the  City. 

Sect.  4.  The  City  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  moneys 
and  fees  received  by  him,  and  for  what  purpose  they  were 
received ;  and  he  shall  pay  over  the  same,  quarter  yearly,  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  City. 

Sect.  5.  The  City  Clerk  shall  attend  all  General  Meetings 
of  the  citizens,  which  may  be  had  by  virtue  of  Warrants  issued 
by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  he  shall  open  such  Meeting  by 
reading  the  Warrant  therefor,  and  shall  continue  to  preside  there- 
at until  a  Moderator  is  chosen.  He  shall  keep  in  a  separate  book 
a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  such  Meetings,  and  shaU  insert  in 
the  record,  copies  of  all  reports  or  other  documents,  upon  which 
said  proceedings  may  have  been  founded. 

Sect.  6.  The  City  Clerk  shall  act  as  Clerk  of  the  several 
joint  Standing  Committees,  when  so  required  of  them  respec- 
tively. 

Sect.  7.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy.

AN  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE  OFFICE  AND  PRE- 
SCRIBING THE  DUTIES  OF  A  CITY  SOLICITOR. 

Sect.  1.  In  the  month  of  March,  annually,  and  whenever 
vacancy  in  the  office  shall  occur,  there  shall  be  chosen,  by  ballot, 
in  convention  of  the  two  branches  of  the  City  Council,  a  Solicitor 
for  the  City  of  Charlestown,  who  shall  serve  until  his  successor 
shall  be  chosen.  He  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Charles- 
town,  or  have  a  place  of  business  in  said  city,  he  shall  have  been 
admitted  and  be  an  Attorney  and  Counsellor  of  the  Courts  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  shall  not  hold  any  other  office  created 
by  the  City  Council  during  the  period  for  which  he  is  elected, 
and  shall  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  City  Council,  by 
concurrent  vote  of  the  two  branches. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  City  Solicitor,  by  him-  • 
self,  or  by  some  person  by  him  duly  authorized,  for  whose  con- 
duct, skiU  and  faithfulness  he  shall  be  accountable,  to  draft  all 
bonds,  deeds,  obligations,  contracts,  leases,  agreements,  convey- 
ances, and  other  legal  instruments,  of  whatever  nature,  which 
may  be  required  of  him,  by  any  Ordinance,  or  Order  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  or  of  the  City  Council,  or  which,  by  any  Ordinance 
or  Order  hereafter  passed,  may  be  requisite  to  be  done  and  made 
by  the  City  of  Charlestown,  and  any  person  or  persons  contract- 
ing with  the  city  in  its  corporate  capacity,  and  which,  by  law, 
usage  and  agreement,  the  city  is  to  be  at  the  expense  of  drawing. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  City  Solicitor  to  com- 
mence and  prosecute  aU  actions  and  suits  to  be  commenced  by 
the  city  before  any  tribunal  in  this  Commonwealth,  whether  inlaw 
or  equity ;  and  also  to  appear  in,  defend  and  advocate  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  city,  wherein  any  estate,  right,  privilege, 
Ordinances  or  Acts  of  the  City  Government,  or  any  breach  of  any 
Ordinance  may  be  brought  in  question.  And  said  Solicitor  shall 
also  appear  before  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
committee  thereof,  whether  of  either  or  both  branches  of  the 
same,  and  there,  in  behalf  of  the  city,  represent,  answer  for, 
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defend  and  advocate  the  welfare  and  interests  of  said  city, 
whenever  the  same  may  be  directly  or  incidentally  affected, 
whether  to  prosecute  or  defend  the  same  ;  and  he  shall,  in  ail  mat- 
ters, do  all  and  every  professional  act,  incident  to  the  office,  which 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  City  Government,  or  by  any  joint 
or  special  committee  thereof,  or  by  any  Ordinance  or  Order ; 
and  he  shall,  when  required,  furnish  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  the  Common  Council,  or  any  joint  or  special  com- 
mittee of  either  branch  thereof,  and  to  any  Officer  of  the  City 
Government,  who  may  require  it  in  the  official  discharge  of 
his  duties,  with  his  legal  opinion  on  any  subject  touching  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sect.  4.  In  full  compensation  for  all  the  services  of  said 
Solicitor,  he  shall  receive  such  salary  as 'the  City  Council  may, 
from  time  to  time,  fix  and  determine.  In  all  cases,  however, 
when  his  attendance  may  be  required  out  of  the  city,  his  reason- 
able travelling  expenses  shall  be  allowed  him. 

Sect.  5.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 

No.  6. 

AN  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE  OFFICE  OF 
CITY  MESSENGER. 

Sect.  1.  In  the  month  of  January,  annually,  and  whenever 
a  vacancy  in  the  office  shaU  occur,  there  shall  be  chosen  by  bal- 
lot, in  convention  of  the  two  branches  of  the  City  Council,  a 
Messenger  to  the  City  Council,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during 
the  municipal  year,  and  until  another  is  chosen  in  his  place,  sub- 
ject to  removal  at  any  time  by  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  2.  The  Messenger  shall  receive  such  compensation  as 
the  City  Council  shall  determine. 

Sect.  3.  The  Messenger  shall  deliver  all  messages,  notifica- 
tions, and  other  papers  and  documents,  when  thereto  directed  by 
the  Mayor,  President  of  the  Common  Council,  the  City  Council, 
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or  either  branch  thereof,  or  any  Committee  of  the  same,  or  the 
City  Clerk,  or  Treasurer,  and  make  due  return  thereof.  He  shall 
also  deliver  all  notifications  to  officers  elected  at  Ward  Meetings. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  attend  on  both  branches  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, when  in  session,  and  on  either,  when  in  session  separately,  on 
the  different  Boards  and  Committees  connected  with  the  muni- 
cipal government  of  the  city  ;  and,  under  the  proper  Committees 
and  Officers,  provide  all  things  necessary  for  their  accommo- 
dation. 

Sect.  5.  He  shall  be  the  Janitor,  and  shall  have  the  care  and 
superintendence  of  the  City  Hall,  and  shall  keep  its  various  halls 
and  apartments  clean  and  in  good  condition,  for  ordinary  use. 
and  for  any  occupation  which  shall  be  permitted  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  City  Council ;  he  shall  also  have  the  charge  of 
the  heating  apparatus,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
on  Public  Property  ;  and  shall  cause  the  various  apartments  to  be 
well  warmed  and  lighted,  when  necessary.  He  shall  prepare  the 
rooms  selected  for  Ward  Meetings,  and  have  the  same  put  in 
good  order  after  said  meetings  have  been  held.  He  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  subject  to  such  further  orders  as  the  City  CouncU  may, 
from  time  to  time,  adopt. 

Sect.  6.  So  much  of  Section  fifth,  as  provides  that  the  Mes- 
senger shall  "  have  the  charge  of  the  heating  apparatus,"  shall 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion of  City  Messenger,  in  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy :  the  remaining  Sections  of  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy.

AN  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A  SYSTEM  OF  ACCOUNT- 
ABILITY IN  THE  EXPENDITURES  OF  THE  CITY. 

Sect.  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of 
each  municipal  year,  a  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Accounts, 
consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  three 
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members  of  the  Common  Council ;  which  Committee  shall  meet 
once,  at  least,  every  month,  and  carefully  examine  and  audit  all 
accounts  and  claims  against  the  city  which  shall  be  laid  before 
them,  certified  as  provided  in  the  succeeding  section,  and  shall 
allow  and  pass  the  same,  if  found  to  be  correct. 

Sect.  2.  No  account  or  claim  against  the  city,  other  than 
judgments  of  the  courts,  shall  be  received  and  acted  upon  by 
the  Committee  on  Accounts,  unless  such  account  or  claim  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  Mayor,  President  of  the 
Common  Council,  or  of  some  officer,  committee,*  or  agent  au- 
thorized on  behalf  of  the  city,  to  make  the  contract,  or  cause 
the  expenditure  to  be  made,  that  the  same  is  correct. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Clerk  shall  receive  all  accounts  and  claims 
from  persons  having  demands  against  the  city  which  shall  have 
been  certified,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section.  He  shall 
carefully  examine  all  such  accounts  and  claims,  and  see  that  they 
are  all  correctly  cast,  and  present  the  same  neatly  folded,  filed 
and  labelled,  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts.  He  shall  keep  a 
book,  in  the  manner  and  form  said  committee  shall  direct,  where- 
in he  shall  enter  the  date  and  amount  of  every  account  and 
claim  against  the  city,  as  finally  corrected  and  allowed  by  said 
committee,  and  also  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same 
shall  be  allowed,  designating  the  fund  or  appropriation  from 
which  the  same  shall  be  paid ;  and  the  certificate  of  the  said 
committee,  allowing  any  such  account  or  claim,  shall  be  made 
in  the  book  thus  kept  by  the  City  Clerk.  He  shall  also  cause  all 
boolvs,  papers,  vouchers,  and  documents  under  his  care,  belong- 
ing to  the  city,  to  be  securely  deposited  and  kept  in  some  one  of 
the  fire-proof  offices  or  vaults  belonging  to  the  city.  And  he 
shall  render  such  other  services,  and  furnish  such  other  informa- 
tion respecting  the  accounts,  finances,  and  payments  of  the  city, 
as  either  branch  of  the  Council,  or  any  committee  thereof,  from 
time  to  time  may  require. 

Sect.  4.  The  City  Clerk  .shall  also,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Committee  of  Accounts,  keep  a  book  or  ledger,  in  which  he 
shall  enter  the  various  appropriations  made  by  the  City  Council, 
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each  under  its  appropriate  head,  and  charge  to  each  the  different 
payments  and  expenditures,  that  from  time  to  time  shall  be  made 
therefrom.  Whenever  any  appropriation  shall  be  expended,  the 
City  Clerk  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof,  to  the  Mayor,  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts ; 
which  last  named  committee  shall  pass  or  allow  no  claim  nor 
account,  chargeable  to  any  head  of  appropriation,  which  is  ex- 
pended, until  the  City  Council  shall  have  provided  the  means  of 
paying  the  same.  He  shall  open  an  account  with  the  Treasurer, 
charging  him  with  the  whole  amount  of  taxes  assessed  for  col- 
lection, and  also  with  the  amount  of  loans  and  sums  of  money 
that  may  be  borrowed  for  the  city,  and  all  securities  and  sums 
receivable,  in  order  that  the  value,  and  description  of  all  personal 
property  belonging  to  the  city  may  be  seen  at  any  time  in  his 
books. 

Sect.  5.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  out  of  the  city  treasury, 
except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Mayor,  addressed  to  the 
Treasurer. 

Sect.  6.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  orders  on 
the  Treasurer,  for  the  payment  of  all  accounts  and  claims  allow- 
ed and  certified  by  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  as  provided  in 
the  first  section  ;  but  he  shall  not  draw  his  order  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  the  payment  of  any  account  or  claim  against  the  city, 
excepting  as  provided  in  the  succeeding  section,  unless  the  same 
shall  have  been  allowed  and  certified  by  the  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts ;  nor  shall  draw  any  order  in  payment  for  any  services 
rendered,  or  any  materials  furnished  for  any  department,  beyond 
the  sum  specifically  appropriated  therefor  by  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  7,  Any  sum  of  money,  which  shall  have  been  specifi- 
cally appropriated  for  the  payment  of  principal  or  interest  due 
on  any  note  or  other  security  of  the  City  of  Charlestown,  may 
be  drawn  from  the  treasury  and  paid  by  the  order  of  the  Mayor, 
for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  appropriated,  without  any  action 
on  the  part  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 

Sect.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  money  in 
advance,  on  contracts  made,  or  for  work  begun  and  not  com- 
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pleted,  the  Mayor,  upon  the  receipt  of  a  certificate  from  the 
committee  having  such  work  in  charge,  shall  draw  his  order  on 
the  Treasurer  for  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars 
at  any  one  time. 

Sect.  9.  Whenever  any  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the 
treasury  for  the  purposes  specified  in  the  preceding  section,  the 
City  Clerk  shall  report  the  same,  and  the  amount  thereof  to  the 
Committee  on  Accounts,  at  their  next  meeting,  and  shall  charge 
the  same  under  the  appropriate  head  of  expenditure. 

Sect.  10.  Ail  city  officers  who  shall,  in  their  official  capaci- 
ty, receive  any  money  on  behalf  of  the  city,  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  the  amount  in  their  hands,  once  in  three  months,  and 
oftener  if  required.  All  other  persons  who  shall  have  money  in 
their  hands  belonging  to  the  city,  shall  forthwith  pay  the  same 
to  the  Treasurer. 

Sect.  11.  All  city  officers  and  agents,  receiving  money  in 
behalf  of  the  city,  shall  deliver  to  the  City  Clerk,  once  in  each 
month,  a  report  in  detail  of  the  amount  received,  and  what  dispo- 
sition has  been  made  thereof,  except  in  cases  otherwise  provided. 

Sect.  12.  The  City  Treasurer  shaU,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Committee  of  Accounts,  keep  in  a  book  provided  for  the 
purpose,  an  accurate  and  true  account  of  all  his  receipts  and 
payments  on  behalf  of  the  city,  maldng  the  same  conform  in  the 
mode  of  entry,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  with  the  accounts  kept  by 
the  City  Clerk.  He  shall  not  pay  any  money  out  of  the  city 
treasury,  except  upon  orders  of  the  Meiyor,  drawn  in  the  form 
prescribed  in  the  fifth  section.  He  shall,  annually,  and  oftener 
if  required,  lay  before  the  City  Council,  a  statement  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  city  treasury,  and  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid 
by  him,  on  city  account,  during  the  preceding  twelve  months. 

Sect.  13.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  the  commencement  of 
each  municipal  year,  a  Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  the 
Mayor,  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  President, 
and  four  members  of  the  Common  Council,  which  committee 
shall  negotiate  all  loans  to  the  city  which  shall  be  authorized 
by  the  City  Council,  and  shall  report  the  amount  to  the  City 
Treasurer 
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Sect.  14.  Whenever  a  permanent  loan  shall  be  authorized 
by  the  City  Council,  bonds  of  the  city,  with  interest  coupons  at- 
tached, so  prepared  as  to  meet  its  conditions,  shall  be  issued 
therefor,  and  disposed  of  under  the  dkection  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  in  such  manner  as  may  best  promote  the  interests 
of  the  city. 

Sect.  15.  All  bonds  issued  by  the  city  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  the  City ' 
Treasurer.  They  shall  also  bear  the  seal  of  the  city,  and  be 
registered  by  the  City  Clerk.  All  bonds  so  prepared  and  issued, 
and  the  coupons  thereunto  attached,  when  mature,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  on  due  presentation. 

Sect.  16.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  City  Council  after  the 
issue  of  any  bonds  under  this  Ordinance,  the  City  Clerk  shall 
report  thereto  a  transcript  of  his  register  thereof,  setting  forth  the 
number,  amount,  term  of  payment,  number  of  coupons,  and  the 
amount  of  each,  and  the  purpose  of  issue,  of  each  bond  regis- 
tered by  him. 

Sect.  17.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall,  in  the  month 
of  January  or  Februay,  annually,  prepare  and  lay  before  the 
City  Council,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to 
be  raised  for  the  ensuing  financial  year,  under  the  various  heads 
of  appropriation,  and  the  ways  and  means  of  raising  the  same  ; 
and  shall  also,  in  the  month  of  March,  annually,  prepare  and  lay 
before  the  City  Council  a  statement  of  all  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  preceding  financial  year,  giving  in  detail  the 
amount  of  appropriation  and  expenditure  for  each  department ; 
and  said  statement  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  schedule  of  the 
property,  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the  city,  and  the  value 
thereof,  and  of  the  amount  of  the  city  debt,  with  an  appendix 
containing  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  City  Government. 

Sect.  18.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall,  at  the  close  of 
each  financial  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  they  shall  deem  it 
expedient,  examine  and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  City  Treasurer 
and  Collector,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  access  to  all  books 
and  vouchers  in  his  possession,  or  in  possession  of  the  City  Clerk, 
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or  any  other  officer  of  the  city.  The  said  committee  shall  not 
only  compare  said  accounts  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  but  shall 
ascertain  whether  all  moneys  due  the  city  have  been  collected 
and  accounted  for ;  they  shall  also  examine  all  notes  and  securi- 
ties in  the  Treasurer's  hands,  belonging  to  the  city,  and  make 
report  thereof  to  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  19.  The  City  Clerk  shall  give  bonds  in  the  penal  sum 
of  three  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  the 
duties  prescribed  for  him  in  this  Ordinance,  and  for  the  delivery 
to  his  successor  of  all  books,  papers,  and  property,  belonging  to 
said  office;  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

Sect.  20.  The  City  Treasurer  and  Collector  shall  give  bonds 
with  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  in  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  of  the  said  office  of  Treasurer  and  Col- 
lector, and  that  he  will  truly  and  justly  account  for  aU  moneys 
that  may  come  into  his  hands,  and  pay  over  aU  moneys  remain- 
ing in  his  hands,  to  his  successor  in  office. 

Sect.  21.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  make  up  his  accounts 
to  the  first  day  of  March,  and  the  financial  year  shall  begin  on 
the  first  day  of  March,  in  each  year. 

Sect.  22.  The  bonds  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  the  City  Treas- 
urer, shall  be  deposited  with  the  Mayor,  for  the  time  being,  for 
safe  keeping ;  by  whom  the  same  shall  be  immediately  trans- 
ferred to  his  successor  in  said  office. 

Sect.  23.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 


ISTo.  8. 

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  A  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Sect.  1.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  constitute  the 
Board  of  Health  for  all  purposes,  and  shall  exercise  all  the  pow- 
ers vested  in,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  prescribed  to  the 
City  Council  as  a  Board  of  Health. 
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Sect."  2.  The  execution  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances  relat- 
ing to  the  subject  of  internal  health  shall  be  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  City  Marshal ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  enforce 
all  Laws,  Ordinances,  Regulations  and  Orders,  relating  to  causes 
of  sickness,  nuisances,  and  sources  of  filth,  except  as  is  otherwise 
provided  in  this  Ordinance,  subject  to  the  direction,  authority  and 
control  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 

Sect.  3.  The  owner,  agent  or  occupant  having  the  care  of 
any  tenement  used  as  a  dwelling-house,  shall  furnish  the  same 
with  a  sufficient  drain,  under  ground,  to  carry  off  waste  water ; 
and  also  with  a  suitable  privy,  sufficient  for  the  accommodation 
of  all  who  may  use  it. 

Sect.  4.  All  vaults  or  privies  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the 
inside  of  the  same  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  distant  from  the  line 
of  every  adjoining  lot  or  street,  and  the  same  shall  be  kept  tight ; 
nor  shall  the  contents  of  any  vault  be  allowed  to  accumulate  to 
within  twelve  inches  of  the  even  surface  of  the  ground,  or  other- 
wise become  offensive. 

Sect.  5.  If  any  owner,  agent  or  occupant  of  any  land  in 
which  any  vault  or  drain  may  be  situated  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  cleanse  the  same,  after  being  notified  by  the  City  Marshal  that 
the  same  has  become  offensive,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  every  week  he  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  cleanse  the  same. 

Sect.  6.  No  vault  or  privy  shall  be  emptied  without  a  per- 
mit from  the  City  Marshal,  nor  in  any  other  mode  or  time  than 
he  shall  direct,  conformable  to  such  order  or  contract  as  the  May- 
or and  Aldermen  shall  make  on  the  subject,  and  always  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner,  agent  or  occupant  having  charge  of  the 
tenement  or  premises  in  which  such  vault  or  privy  is  situated 

Sect.  7.  All  waste  water  shall  be  conveyed  through  sufficient 
drains,  under  ground,  to  a  common  sewer,  or  to  such  reservoir, 
sunk  under  ground,  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Drains.  And  no  person  shall  suffer  any  waste  or  stagnant 
water  to  remain  in  any  cellar  or  upon  any  lot  or  vacant  ground 
by  such  person  owned  or  occupied 
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Sect.  8.  Whenever,  upon  due  examination,  it  shall  appear 
to  the  City  Marshal  that  the  number  of  persons  occupying  any 
tenement  or  building  in  the  city  is  so  great  as  to  be  the  cause  of 
nuisance  or  sickness,  or  the  source  of  filth  ;  or  that  any  tenement 
or  building  is  not  furnished  with  vaults  constructed  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  or  with  sufficient  privies  or 
drains,  under  ground,  for  waste  water,  he  may  thereupon  issue 
his  notice,  in  writing,  to  such  persons,  or  any  of  them,  requiring 
them  to  remove  from  and  quit  such  tenement  or  building  within 
such  time  as  he  shall  deem  reasonable.  And  if  the  person  or 
persons  so  notified,  or  any  of  them,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
remove  from  and  quit  such  tenement  or  building  within  the  time 
mentioned  in  such  notice,  the  City  Marshal  is  hereby  authori;?ed 
and  empowered  thereupon  forcibly  to  remove  them  ;  and  such 
person  or  persons  so  neglecting  or  refusing  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  for  each  and  every  day  such  neglect  or  refusal  shall  continue 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  9.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  are  hereby  authori-zed  to 
contract  with  suitable  persons  for  the  collecting  and  carrying 
away  of  the  house  oftal  of  the  City,  and  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
same,  and  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  thereto, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sect.  10.  All  house  offal  shtiU  be  deposited  in  convenient 
vessels,  and  kept  in  some  convenient  place,  to  be  taken  away  by 
the  City  scavengers,  which  shall  be  done  not  less  than  twice  in 
each  week,  and  none  but  City  scavengers  shall  be  allov>'ed  to 
remove  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  their  duty  forthwith  to  deliver 
all  property  found  by  them  in  such  offal  to  the  City  Marshal, 
to  be  kept  for  the  owners  of  the  same. 

Sect.  11.  No  person  shall  throw  or  put  into  any  public  place, 
or  pond,  or  body  of  water,  any  dead  animal,  dirt,  or  rubbish 
whatsoever.  Nor  shall  any  person  throw  into  or  upon  any  docks, 
flats,  or  tide  water  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city,  any  dead 
animal,  filth,  or  offensive  matter. 

Sect.  12.  All  dirt,  rubbish  or  filth  of  any  kind  in  any  house, 
warehouse,  store,  cellar,  yard,  unaccepted  street,  or  other  place 
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which  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  deem  injurious  to  the 
health  or  safety  of  the  city,  shall  be  removed  by  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  such  house,  warehouse,  store,  cellar,  yard,  unoccu- 
pied street,  or  other  place  where  the  same  shall  be  found,  within 
twenty-four  hours,  or  such  other  time  as  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men shall  deem  reasonable,  after  notice,  in  writing,  to  that  effect, 
served  personally  upon  such  owner  or  occupant,  or  their  author- 
ized agent,  by  any  person  competent  to  serve  any  civil  process, 
or  left  at  the  owner,  occupant,  or  agent's  last  and  uSual  place  of 
abode,  if  the  same  be  known  and  be  within  the  State,  or  such 
removal  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen,  and  the  expense  thereof  borne  by  such  owner  or  occu- 
pant ;  and  in  addition  they,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  liable  to 
the  penalties  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  13.  No  person  shall  keep  any  goat,  swine,  or  cow 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  without  the  license  of  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  and  only  in  such  place  and  manner  as  they  shall 
determine  :  and  any  such  license  may  be  at  any  time  modified 
or  revoked.  And  for  each  license  so  granted  there  shall  be  paid 
to  the  City  Clerk,  for  the  use  of  the  city,  the  sura  of ,  one  dollar 
by  the  person  receiving  such  license. 

Sect.  14.  No  person  shall  drive  any  cart,  or  other  vehicle  con- 
taining night-soil,  or  used  for  conveying  the  same,  in  any  street 
betAveen  the  hours  of  four  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  ten  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Sect.  15.  No  person  shall  bring  into  the  city,  for  sale,  any 
diseased,  putrid,  stale  or  unwholesome  meat,  vegetables,  fish  or 
provisions. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  shall  boil,  burn  or  decompose  in  the 
city,  any  bones  or  other  refuse  parts  of  any  neat  cattle  or  other 
animal. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  shall  slaughter  any  ox,  cow,  swine,  or 
other  animal,  except  that,  upon  application  of  the  owner  or  keeper 
of  any  swine  kept  in  the  city  by  virtue  of  a  license  granted  by 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  the  City  Marshal  may  give  permission, 
in  A\T:iting,  to  slaughter  such  swine  in  such  place  as  he  may 
approve. 
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Sect.  18.  No  person  shall  shake,  beat,  or  •otherwise  cleanse 
any  carpet  upon  any  vacant  or  unoccupied  land  in  the  city, 
within  two  hundred  feet  of  any  dwelling-house,  or  in  any  of  the 
public  squares,  or  places,  streets,  lanes,  or  alleys  of  the  city. 

Sect.  19.  No  person  shall  erect  or  maintain  any  building  or 
structure,  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  used  for  the  manufacture 
or  refining  of  Kerosene  Oil  or  Soap,  the  trying  out  of  lard,  the 
business  of  a  tallow  chandler,  or  the  tanning,  dressing,  or  color- 
ing of  leather  or  skins,  or  any  other  noxious  or  offensive  trade, 
or  exercise  or  carry  on  any  such  trade,  business,  or  employment, 
without  the  license  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  defining  the 
place  for  the  same,  and  any  such  license  may  at  any  time  be  re- 
voked. 

Sect.  20.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  and  a  like  penalty  for  every  day  such  offence  shall  be 
continued  or  repeated,  except  where  otherwise  herein  provided. 

Sect.  21.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 


ISTo.  9. 

AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  THE  ASSESSMENT  AND 
COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

Sect.  1.  On  the  first  Monday  of  February,  or  within  sixty 
days  thereafter,  annually,  there  shall  be  elected  by  joint  ballot, 
in  convention  of  both  branches  of  the  City  Council,  three  Asses- 
sors of  Taxes  in  the  City  of  Charlestown,  who  shall  be  resident 
citizens  thereof ;  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  by  ballot  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

Sect.  2.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  devote  all  his 
time  to  the  service  of  the  city ;  the  other  two  members  of  the 
Board  shaU  devote  so  much  of  their  time  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  complete  performance  of  their  duties.  The  Board  thus 
constituted  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  City  Council 
may  determine.  ♦  * 
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Sect.  3.  On  the  first  Monday  of  March,  or  x^dthin  thirty  days 
thereafter,  annually,  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Asses- 
sors and  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Accounts,  by  ballot,  in 
convention  held  for  that  purpose  ;  a  clerk,  to  be  denominated 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  who  shall  devote  his  whole  time 
to  the  ser^dce  of  the  city ;  and  shall  receive  such  compensation 
as  the  City  Council  may  deterniine. 

Sect.  4.  The  officers  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sections 
shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  April,  in 
the  year  in  which  they  shall  be  elected,  and  until  others  are 
chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead,  unless  sooner  removed.  The 
said  Clerk  shall  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, and  a  vacancy  may  be  filled  at  any  time  for  the  unexpired 
term,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  election  of  said 
officer. 

Sect.  5.  It  shall  be  the  dutj-  of  the  Assessors,  during  the 
season  they  are  called  upon  to  perform  street  duty,  to  visit  to- 
gether the  different  estates  in  the  several  wards  ;  to  take  a  list 
of  the  polls  ;  to  estimate  the  personal  property ,  to  appraise  the 
value  of  the  real  estate  ;  and  to  obtain  the  information  necessary 
for  making  the  statistics  required  by  law.  When  not  engaged 
in  street  duty,  the  Chairman  shall  so  apportion  the  duties  required 
of  the  Board  as  wiQ  best  facilitate  the  office  business.  The 
chairman  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes  a  sufficient 
description  of  aU  lands  which  may  become  liable  to  sale  for  non- 
payment of  taxes. 

Sect.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  remain  at  the 
Assessors'  room  during  office  hours.  He  shall  keep  the  books, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Assessors,  in  such  manner  and  form 
as  the  Statutes  and  City  Council  may  provide ;  and,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Chairman,  shall  make  all  returns  that  may  be  re- 
quired of  the  Assessors,  and  perform  such  other  clerical  labbr  as 
the  Assessors  may  direct. 

^Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  the  dut>^  of  the  Clerk  to  make  out  and 
deliver  to  the  Treasurer  and  Collector,  tax  bills  for  all  taxes  as- 
sessed on  all  persons  and  estates,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
September,  in  each  year. 
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Sect.  8.  The  City  Treasurer  and  Collector  shall  immediately 
issue  the  tax  bills,  and  if  the  same  are  not  paid  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  he  shall  issue  a  summons  to 
each  delinquent  person  assessed;  and  if  such  person  shall  not 
pay  his  taxes  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  summons, 
or  after  the  service  thereof  upon  him  in  the  usual  form,  the  said 
Treasurer  shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the  collection  of  said  taxes 
according  to  law. 

Sect.  9.  As  soon  as  it  conveniently  may  be,  after  the  Treas- 
urer and  Collector  has  sold  or  caused  to  be  sold,  for  non-pay- 
ment of  any  tax  or  assessment,  any  real  estate  in  the  city,  he 
shall  cause  to  be  made  under  his  supervision,  and  kept  in  his 
office  for  public  reference,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  location  of 
such  real  estate,  as  well  as  of  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons, 
if  known,  against  whom  such  tax  or  assessment  was  levied. 

Sect.  10.  Abatements  of  taxes  shall  be  made  and  recorded 
by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  and  the  record  thereof  shall  contain 
the  names  of  all  persons  whose  taxes  shall  have  been  abated,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  with  the  amount  originally  assessed,  and  the 
amount  of  abatements  ;  and  the  reason  for  abatement  shall  be 
stated  on  the  said  record,  against  the  name  of  each  person  whose 
tax  shall  have  been  abated.  A  record  of  all  abatements  thus 
made  shall  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  at 
the  time  when  abated ;  and  the  Assessors  shall,  annually,  on  or 
befyre  the  tenth  day  of  March,  report  to  the  City  Clerk  all  abate- 
ments of  taxes  made  by  them. 

Sect.  11.  The  said  Board  of  Assessors  may,  at  their  discre- 
tion, transfer  the  amount  of  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate,  not 
owned  at  the  time  of  assessment  by  the  person  charged  with 
such  taxes,  to  the  person  by  whom  the  said  real  estates  were 
owned. 

Sect.  12.  The  said  Board  of  Assessors  shall  assess  upon  the 
owners  of  real  estate  lying  within  the  city,  the  amount  of  taxes 
for  which  such  real  estate  may  be  taxable  ;  provided,  that  in  any 
case  when  the  Board  of  Assessors  may  deem  it  to  be  more  for 
the  public  interest  to  assess  the  tenant  or  occupant,  instead  of 
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the  owner,  they  may  so  assess  such  tenant  or  occupant ;  and 
provided  also,  that  nothing  herein  shall  affect  the  right  which 
owners  and  tenants  may  have  respectively,  by  reason  of  any 
agreement  made  between  themselves,  concerning  such  taxes. 

Sect.  13.  The  office  hours  for  the  transaction  of  public  busi- 
ness at  the  room  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  shall  be  from  S^a 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  to  1  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  from  2}4  o'clock  to  5 
o'clock.  P.  M.,  from  April  Ist  to  November  1st;  and  from  9 
o'clock,  A.  M..  to  1  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  from  2^2  o'clock,  to 
\}i  o'clock,  P.  M.,  from  November  1st  to  April  1st. 

Sect.  14.  This  Ordinance  sliaU  take  effect  and  be  m  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  himdred  and  seventy.

AX  OPvDIXANCE  IX  RELATIOX  TO  STREETS. 

Sect.  1.  All  petitions  for  laying  out,  widening,  altering  or 
discontinuing  any  street  or  way,  shall  first  be  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  be  referred  by  them  to  the 
Joint  Standing  Committee  for  laying  out,  altering  and  discon- 
tinuing Streets  and  Ways,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  on  receiving 
any  and  all  petitions  for  such  purposes,  to  proceed  according  to 
the  pro^-isions  of  law,  which  relate  to  laymg  out  town  and  pri- 
vate ways,  viz :  By  notif\'ing  and  hearing  the  parties  conceri^d, 
%'iewing  the  premises,  estimating  damages,  when  sustained  by 
individuals,  causing  the  admeasurements  and  boundaries  to  be 
distinctly  marked  out  on  the  premises,  and  also  described  in  their 
report ;  said  report  to  be  lodged  in  the  City  Clerk's  office  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  any  action  of  the  City  Council  on  the  same, 
and  to  be  first  taken  np  and  acted  upon  by  the  Board  of  Mayor 
and  Aldermen.  Provided^  that  if  said  Committee,  after  having 
considered  the  subject,  shall  deem  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners 
inexpedient,  they  may,  without  further  action,  report  an  order  for 
postponement,  or  for  giving  the  petitioners  leave  to  .withdraw. 

Sect.  2.    The  several  streets  in  the  city  shaU  continue  to  be 
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called  and  known  by  the  names  by  which  they  are  now  known 
until  the  same  shall  be  altered  by  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  3.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall,  at  their  discretion, 
have  power  to  cause  numbers,  of  regular  series,  to  be  affixed  to, 
or  inscribed  on  all  buildings  erected  or  fronting  on  any  street, 
within  the  city  of  Charlestown ;  and  shall  also  have  power  to 
determine  the  form,  size  and  material  of  such  numbers,,  and  the 
manner  of  affixing  them  thereon. 

Sect.  4.  Any  owner  of  any  building,  or  part  of  a  building, 
who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  affix  to  the  same  the  numbers 
designated  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  or  by  some  person  by 
them  duly  authorized,  or  who  shall  affix  or  retain  there,, for  more 
than  three  days,  any  number  contrary  to  their  direction,  shall  be 
liable  to  the  penalties  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Sect.  5.  There  shall  be  chosen,  by  the  City  Council,  in  con- 
vention, and  by  ballot,  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  muni- 
cipal year,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  occurs,  a  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  who  shall  hold  his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  City  • 
Council,  and  whose  compensation  shall  be  determined  by  said 
Council. 

Sect.  6.  The  said  Superintendent  shall^  under  the  direction 
of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Repairs  of  Streets,  have  the 
general  care  and  charge  of  the  highways,  streets,  lanes,  squares, 
sidewalks  and  bridges  of  the  city,  and  shall  attend  to  the  mak- 
ing, improving  and  alteration  thereof,  and  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  kept  in  good  repair,  so  as  to  be  safe  and  convenient  for 
travellers.  He  shall  see  that  all  nuisances  and  obstructions  there- 
in are  forthwith  removed,  or  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Mayor  or 
City  Marshal.  He  shall  see  that  the  snow  is  shovelled  from  the 
side-walks  front  of  the  city  buildings,  burial  grounds  and  public 
commons.  He  shall  also  see  that  the  trees  in  the  streets  or  on  the 
public  grounds  are  carefully  protected,  pruned  or  trimmed,  and 
otherwise  taken  care  of,  and  that  they  be  replaced  by  other  trees 
when  necessary.  He  shall,  under  direction  of  said  Standing 
Committee,  make  all  necessary  contracts  for  the  supply  of  labor 
or  material  which  he  may  require  in  the  discharge  of  his  official 
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duty ;  and  also  perform  such  further  duties  as  may  be  required 
by  any  Ordinance  of  the  city,  or  order  of  the  City  Council.  And 
he  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Proper- 
ty, repair  the  yards  and  the  exterior  of  the  several  school-houses 
and  public  buildings,  when  necessary. 

Sect.  7.  Whenever  any  street  or  bridge  of  the  city  shall, 
from  any  cause,  be  unsafe  for  travel,  the  said  Superintendent  shall 
forthwith  put  up  a  suitable  fence  across  such  street  or  bridge,  and 
exclude  travellers  from  passing  the  same ;  or  cause  such  parts 
thereof  as  are  unsafe  to  be  enclosed  by  a  sufficient  fence  ;  and 
he  shall  keep  one  or  more  lighted  lanterns  about  the  place  every 
night,  so  long  as  said  fence  shall  be  kept  standing. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  Superintendent,  under  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Repairs  of  Streets,  shall  have  charge  of  the  city 
teams  and  stables,  and  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  clean- 
ing the  streets,  disposing  of  manure,  and  removing  house  dirt. 

Sect.  9.  "Whenever  the  said  Superintendent  shall  sell  any 
property  belonging  to  the  city,  or  shall  do  or  cause  to  be  done 
any  work  for  any  individual  for  which  money  shall  become  due 
to  the  city,  he  shall  enter  in  books,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
all  such  sales,  and  work  done,  with  the  price  thereof,  and  shaU 
make  out  biUs  for  the  same  and  deliver  them  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer for  collection  ;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  forthwith  demand 
payment  of  said  bills.  And  in  case  any  bills  or  dues  under  this 
Ordinance  shall  remain  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of  three  months 
after  demand  of  payment,  as  aforesaid,  the  Treasurer  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  collected  by  a  resort  to  the  proper  legal  process  ; 
and  this  he  may  do  at  any  time  before  the  expiration  of  said  three 
months,  if,  in  his  discretion,  the  interest  of  the  city  so  requires. 

Sect.  10.  The  said  Superintendent  shall,  on  the  first  of 
every  month,  prepare  a  roll  of  aU  debts  due  for  labor  or  materials 
contracted  by  him,  and  present  the  same,  with  the  bills  approved, 
to  the  Committee  on  Repairs  of  Streets,  who  shall  approve  the 
roll,  if  found  correct ;  and  it  shall  then  be  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts. 

Sect.  11.    No  person  shall  break  or  dig  up  any  part  of  any

street  or  common  in  the  city,  or  erect  any  building  on  any  street 
or  place,  or  deposit  any  building  materials  thereon,  without  first 
obtaining  a  written  license  from  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and 
complying,  in  all  respects,  with  the  conditions  of  such  license. 

Sect.  12.  Every  person  intending  to  erect  or  to  repair  any 
building  upon  land  abutting  on  any  street  in  the  city,  shall  make 
the  same  known  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  who  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  allot  such  portion  of  any  street  thereto 
adjoining,  as  they,  or  some  person  duly  authorized  by  them,  shall 
deem  expedient  and  necessary.  And  all  rubbish  or  other  sub- 
stance arising  therefrom  or  thereby,  shall  be  carried  away  by  the 
person  or  persons  so  building  or  repairing,  at  such  time  as  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  may  direct ;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or 
refusal  so  to  do,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  cause  it  to 
be  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  persons  so  building 
or  repairing,  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  13.  Whenever  any  street  in  the  city  shall,  under  any 
license  obtained  as  provided  in  the  preceding  sections,  be  ob- 
structed or  otherwise  rendered  unsafe  for  travel,  the  person  so 
licensed  shall  keep  a  suitable  railing  or  fence,  sufficiently  lighted 
every  night,  round  the  section  or  part  of  any  street  obstructed, 
so  long  as  said  obstruction  continues.  He  shall,  also,  within 
such  reasonable  time  as  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  direct,  amend 
and  repair  such  street  to  their  acceptance. 

Sect.  14.  No  person  shall  make  or  maintain  any  door  step, 
portico,  porch,  entrance,  or  passage-way  to  any  cellar  or  base- 
ment, or  any  other  structure  projecting  into  or  upon  any  street 
or  sidewalk  in  the  city,  without  permission  from  the  Mayor  and  Al- 
dermen, except  windows,  the  lowest  part  of  which  shall  be  at  least 
ten  feet  above  the  sidewalk.  'No  person  shall  suffer  the  platform 
or  grate  of  the  entrance  or  passage-way  to  his  cellar  or  base- 
ment, in  any  street  or  sidewalk,  to  rise  above  the  surface  thereof ; 
and  every  such  entrance  or  passage-way  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
kept  covered  by  a  suitable  and  substantial  platform  or  grate, 
unless  authorized  to  be  kept  open  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen ; 
and  in  case  it  shall  be  kept  open,  it  shall  be  protected  by  a  suffi- 
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cient  railing  on  both  sides  thereof,  at  least  two  feet  and  a  half 
high,  and  well  lighted  at  night.  No  person  shall  suffer  his  well, 
cistern  or  drain  in  any  street  or  sidewalk  to  remain  open  or  un- 
covered, unless  the  same  shall  be  enclosed  by  a  strong  and  safe 
curb,  guard  or  fence,  and  also  well  lighted  at  night. 

Sect.  15.  If  any  person  shall  dig  any  cellar  or  other  cavity 
in  the  ground  near  to  or  adjoining  any  street,  he  shall,  so  long 
as  necessary  for  the  purpose,  keep  a  railing  or  fence  on  or  near 
the  line  of  such  street,  sufficient  to  protect  travellers  from  faUing 
into  the  place  so  dug,  or  being  injured  thereby. 

Sect.  16.  No  person  shall  put,  or  place  in  any  street,  any 
house  dirt,  ashes,  or  other  rubbish,  except  on  the  days  as  herein 
provided,  as  follows,  viz  :  The  city  carts  shall  take  all  house 
dirt,  ashes,  or  other  rubbish,  that  is  put  into  barrels  or  boxes  of 
convenient  size  to  be  removed  from  the  yards  and  passage-ways 
of  the  citizens  which  are  located  on  streets,  lanes,  courts,  or 
avenues,  accessible  to  the  collectors,  once  each  month,  during 
the  year,  except  the  month  of  May,  when,  on  the  first  Monday 
in  Ward  One,  on  the  second  Monday  in  Ward  Two,  and  on  the 
third  Monday  in  Ward  Three,  house-holders  and  tenants  are 
required  to  deposit  ashes,  dirt,  or  other  rubbish,  the  accumula- 
tions of  the  winter,  on  the  street,  that  the  same  may  be  removed 
by  the  city  teams.  The  city  carts  shall  visit  the  wards,  as 
follows : 

Ward  One,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month. 
Ward  Two,  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month. 
Ward  Three,  on  the  third  Monday  of  each  month. 

Sect.  17.  No  person  shall  suffer  his  fuel  to  remain  on  any 
sidewalk,  or  in  any  street,  over  night,  nor  unnecessarily  obstruct 
the  same. 

Sect.  18.  No  person  shall  move  or  assist  in  moving  any 
building  through  any  street  or  way  of  the  city,  unless  by  written 
permission  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  under  such  restrictions 
as  they  may  see  fit  to  prescribe  ;  but  no  permission  shall  be 
given,  nor  shall  any  building  be  moved,  which  will  necessitate 
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or  cause  the  destruction,  mutilation,  or  injury  of  any  shade  or 
ornamental  tree,  in  or  upon  any  street  or  highway. 

Sect.  19.  No  owner  or  person  having  the  charge  of  any 
horse,  cow,  swine,  goat,  sheep,  or  other  grazing  animal,  shall 
s  allow  the  same  to  go  at  large  in  any  street,  or  other  public  place. 

Sect.  20.  No  person  shall  place  in  front  of  any  building,  any 
awning  or  shade  less  than  seven  feet  and  a  half  in  height  at  the 
lowest  part  thereof ;  nor  shall  such  awning  or  shade  extend 
beyond  the  line  of  the  sidewalk.  And  no  person  shall  erect 
any  post  in  any  street  or  sidewalk,  for  the  support  of  any  awn- 
ing, or  for  any  other  purpose,  except  by  license  of  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen. 

Sect.  21.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  liurley,  foot  ball,  or 
use  a  bow  and  arrow,  or  throw,  or  propel  in  any  manner, 
stones,  snowballs,  or  other  missiles,  or  coast  upon  any  sled  or 
sleigh,  or  otherwise,  in  or  into  any  street,  or  other  public  place. 

Sect.  22.  No  person  shall  expose  in  or  upon  any  street  or 
common,  any  table  or  device  of  any  kind,  by  or  upon  which 
any  game  of  hazard  or  chance  can  be  played ;  nor  shall  any 
person  play  any  such  game  at  such  table  or  device,  in  or  upon 
any  street  or  common  in  the  city.  No  person  shall  place  or  keep 
any  table,  stall,  booth,  or  other  erection,  in  any  street  in  the  city, 
for  the  sale  of  fruit,  or  other  thing,  without  permission  first  ob- 
tained from  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 

Sect.  23.  No  person  shall  behave  himself  in  a  rude  and  dis- 
orderly manner,  or  use  any  indecent,  profane  or  insulting  lan- 
guage in  any  street  in  the  city,  or  near  any  dwelling  house,  or 
other  building  therein,  or  be  or  remain  upon  any  sidewalk,  or 
upon  any  doorstep,  portico,  or  other  projection  from  any  such 
house  or  other  building,  to  the  annoyance  or  disturbance  of  any 
person.  No  person  shall  make  any  indecent  figures,  or  write 
any  indecent  or  obscene  words  upon,  or  mar,  disfigure,  or  deface 
any  fence,  building,  or  other  public  place  within  the  city,  nor 
shall  any  person,  by  any  noise,  gesture,  or  other  means,  wantonly 
and  designedly,  frighten  or  drive  any  horse  or  horses,  in  any 
street  in  the  city. 
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Sect.  24.  No  person  shall  suffer  his  or  her  building  to  shed 
water  on  any  sidewalk  or  street  in  this  city,  to  the  injury  or  in- 
convenience of  passengers. 

Sect.  25.  No  person  shall  place  or  suspend,  or  cause  to  be 
placed  or  suspended,  from  any  house,  store,  shop,  lot  or  place, 
in,  upon,  or  over  any  street  or  sidewalk,  any  goods,  or  any  other 
thing,  so  that  the  same  shall  extend  or  project  more  than  one 
foot  over  any  street  or  sidewalk. 

Sect.  26.  No  person  shall  hang,  affix,  or  fasten  any  sign, 
show-bill,  lantern,  or  show-board,  which  shall  project  into  any 
street,  or  over  any  sidewalk  more  than  one  foot.  Nor  shall  any 
such  projection  be  so  placed  as  to  interfere  with  the  travel  upon 
any  street. 

Sect.  27.  No  person,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen,  shall  ring  any  bell,  or  use  any  horn  or  other  instru- 
ment in  any  street,  to  give  notice  of  the  exercise  of  any  busi- 
ness or  calling,  or  for  the  sale  of  any  article,  or  for  any  other 
purpose  whatever. 

Sect.  28.  No  person  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  any 
aperture  in  or  under  any  street  or  sidewalk,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  coal-holes  or  receptacles  for  any  other  articles,  or  for 
light  and  air,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  without  the  license  of  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen.  And  no  person  shaU  leave  such  coal-hole 
or  aperture  open  or  unfastened,  except  while  actually  in  use. 

Sect.  29.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  any  horse  or  horses 
attached  to  a  vehicle  of  any  description,  or  permit  the  same  to 
go  in  any  street,  or  over  any  bridge  in  the  city,  at  a  faster  rate 
than  six  miles  an  hour,  or  so  as  to  endanger,  or  expose  to  injury, 
any  person  in  or  upon  the  same. 

Sect.  30.  No  person  shall  drive,  wheel,  or  draw  any  coach, 
cart,  or  other  vehicle  of  burden  or  pleasure,  except  carriages  for 
children,  drawn  by  hand,  or  permit  any  horse,  under  his  care,  to 
go  upon  any  sidewalk  in  the  city,  or  otherwise  occupy,  obstruct, 
or  encumber  any  such  sidewalk,  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  con- 
venient use  of  the  same  by  all  passengers.  No  person  shall  stop 
his  team  or  vehicle,  or  unnecessarily  place  any  other  obstruction 
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on  any  flagging  stones  laid  in  or  across  any  street  in  the  city,  or 
unnecessarily  leave  any  team,  vehicle,  or  any  other  obstruction 
in  any  street  in  the  city. 

Sect.  31.  No  person,  in  a  nude  state,  shall  swim  or  bathe  in 
any  of  the  waters  within  or  surrounding  the  city,  so  as  to  be 
exposed  to  the  view  of  other  persons  in  any  street  or  house 
within  the  city.  , 

Sect.  32.  No  person  shall,  except  in  the  performance  of 
some  duty  required  by  law,  discharge  any  gun,  pistol,  or  other 
firearm,  loaded  with  balls  or  shot,  or  with  powder  only,  within 
the  city. 

Sect.  33.  No  person  shall  injure,  deface,  or  destroy  any 
guide  post,  or  guide  board,  any  lamp  post,  or  lamp  or  lantern 
thereon,  nor  any  tree,  building,  fence,  post,  or  other  thing  set, 
erected  or  made  for  use  or  ornament  of  the  city. 

Sect.  34.  No  person  shall  fire  any  squib,  cracker,  serpent,  or 
other  preparation  whereof  gunpowder  is  an  ingredient,  or  which 
consists  wholly  of  the  same,  or  make  any  bonfire  in  or  upon  any 
street  or  wharf  within  the  city,  except  by  the  authority  of  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen. 

Sect.  35.  The  tenant,  occupant,  and  in  case  there  be  no 
tenant  or  occupant,  the  owner,  or  any  person  having  the  care  of 
any  building  or  lot  of  land  bordering  on  any  street,  lane,  court, 
square,  or  public  place  within  the  city,  where  there  is  any  foot- 
way or  sidewalk,  shall,  after  the  ceasing  to  fall  of  any  snow,  if 
in  the  day  time,  within  one  hour,  and  if  in  the  night  time,  be- 
fore nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  succeeding,  cause  the  same 
to  be  removed  therefrom,  and  in  default  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  sum  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  and  for 
each  and  every  hour  thereafter  that  the  same  shall  remain  on 
such  footway  or  sidewalk,  such  tenant,  occupant,  owner,  or  other 
person,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
apply  to  snow  falling  from  any  building,  or  accumulated  upon 
such  footway  or  sidewalk  from  any  other  cause. 

Sect.  36.    Whenever  the  sidewalk  or  any  part  thereof  adjoin- 
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ing  any  building  or  lot  of  land  on  any  street  shall  be  encumbered 
with  ice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  tenant,  occupant,  and 
any  other  person  having  the  care  of  such  building  or  lot.  to  cause 
said  sidewalk  to  be  made  safe  and  convenient,  by  removing  the 
ice  therefrom,  or  by  covering  the  same  with  sand  or  some  other 
suitable  substance ;  and  in  case  such  o^^Tier,  tenant,  occupant 
or  other  person  shall  neglect  so  to  do  for  the  space  of  six  hours 
during  the  day  time,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  hereinafter 
provided,  and  a  like  penalty  for  every  day  that  the  same  shall 
continue  so  encumbered. 

Sect.  37.  Any  person  who  shall  throw  or  put.  or  cause  to  be 
thrown  or  put,  any  snow  or  ice  into  any  street  in  the  city,  except 
that  removed  from  the  sidewalks,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
broken  up  and  spread  evenly  over  the  surface  of  the  street. 

Sect.  38.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  upon 
any  footpath  or  sidewalk  in  the  city,  any  article  or  thing  what- 
soever, so  as  to  unnecessarily  obstruct  a  free  passage  for  foot 
passengers,  and  no  obstruction  shall  remain  for  more  than  thirty 
minutes. 

Sect.  39.  No  person  shaU  put,  place,  or  cause  to  be  put  or 
placed  upon  any  sidewalk  or  footway  used  as  a  common  thor- 
oughfare, any  ofFal.  manure,  or  any  other  offensive  matter;  nor 
shall  any  owner,  tenant,  occupant,  or  any  other  person  having 
the  care  of  any  building  or  lot  bordering  upon  any  such  side- 
walk or  thoroughfare  suffer  or  allow  any  such  offal,  manure,  or 
any  other  offensive  matter,  to  be  put  or  placed  upon  any  such 
sidewalk. 

Sect.  40.  The  foregomg  provisions  shall  not  be  taken  or  con- 
strued as  limiting  in  any  manner  the  legal  rights  and  duties  of 
the  Surveyors  of  Highways  to  make  any  alterations  and  repairs 
in  the  streets,  which  they  may  deem  the  safety  and  convenience 
of  the  inhabitants,  or  the  interests  of  the  city  to  require. 

Sect.  41.  Any  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and 
every  offence,  a  sum  not  less  than  one  doUar  nor  more  than 
tw^enty  dollars  ;  and  a  like  penalty  for  every  day  such  offence 
shaU  be  repeated  or  continued. 
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The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  offence 
where  a  different  penalty  is  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

Sect.  42.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 

]sro.  11. 

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  COMMON  SEWERS  AND 

DRAINS. 

Sect.  1.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  may  lay,  make  and  main- 
tain all  such  Main  Drains  or  Common  Sewers,  as  they  shall 
adjudge  to  be  necessary  for  the  public  convenience  or  health,  and 
may  repair  the  same  'from  time  to  time  whenever  repair  thereof 
shall  be  necessary ;  and  all  Main  Drains  and  Common  Sewers, 
so  laid,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  City  of  Charlestown. 

Sect.  2.  Common  Sewers  or  Main  Drains  which  shall  be 
ordered  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  to  be  made,  shall  be  laid  in 
such  places  and  manner,  and  shall  be  made  of  such  materials  and 
dimensions  as  the  Committee  on  Drains  shall  direct,  unless  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  specially  determine  otherwise. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  direct  and 
control  the  places  and  manner  of  constructing  and  entering  all 
private  Drains  entering  such  Common  Sewers. 

Sect.  4.  Every  owner  of  land  adioining  a  street  in  which 
there  is  a  Common  Sewer,  if  ordered  by  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men, shall  make  a  sufficient  Drain  from  his  premises  in  such 
manner  and  within  such  time  as  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall 
determine,  who  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  if  such  owner 
neglects  to  comply  with  such  order  and  determination,  in  which 
case  the  cost  and  expenses  thus  incurred  may  be  recovered  of 
such  owner,  in  an  action  in  the  name  of  the  City,  in  any  Court 
of  competent  jurisdiction. 

SecT;  5.  Rain  water  may  be  conducted  from  buildings  into 
Common  Sewers,  only  by  tight  water  spouts  or  tubes,  laid  under 
ground,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Drains 
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Sect.  6.  Every  person  who  shall  enter  a  Drain  into  a  Com- 
mon Sewer  or  Main  Drain,  without  a  permit,  in  writing,  from  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  or  Superintendent  of  Drains,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars.  Every  person  who 
shall  enter  a  Drain  into  a  Common  Sewer  or  Main  Drain,  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  done  in  such  a  manner,  and  the  street  to  be 
left  in  such  condition  as  will  be  acceptable  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Drains  and  Sewers. 

Sect.  7.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  be  Superin- 
tendent of  Drains,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Drains ;  he  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all  Main  Drains, 
Common  Sewers,  and  Reservoirs,  and  take  charge  of  building 
and  repairing  the  same,  and  make  all  contracts  for  the  supply  of 
labor  and  materials  therefor.  Whenever  any  such  Sewer,  Reser- 
voir or  Drain  is  built  or  repaired,  he  shall  make  an  accurate  plan 
of  its  depth,  breadth,  mode  of  construction  and  general  direction, 
insert  the  same  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  insert  on 
said  plan  all  entries  into  the  same  then  existing,  and  as  they  are 
thereafter  made. 

Sect.  8.  The  Superintendent  shall  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  the  cost  and  expenses  of  each  Common  Sewer,  Main  Drain 
and  Reservoir,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen. 

Sect.  9.  Every  person  who  enters  his  particular  drain  into 
such  Main  Drain  or  Common  Sewer,  or  who,  by  more  re- 
mote means,  receives  benefit  thereby  for  draining  his  cellar  or 
land,  shall  pay  to  the  city  a  proportional  part  of  the  charge  of 
making  and  repairing  the  same,  to  be  ascertained,  assessed,  and 
certified,  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  notice  thereof  shall 
be  given  to  the  party  to  be  charged,  or  his  tenant  or  lessee. 

Sect.  10.  Assessments  so  made  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  the 
real  estate  assessed,  for  one  year  after  they  are  laid,  and  may,  to- 
gether with  incidental  costs  and  expenses,  be  levied  by  sale  there- 
of, if  the  assessment  is  not  paid  within  three  months  after  a 
written  demand  for  payment,  made  either  upon  the  person  as- 
sessed or  upon  any  person  occupying  the  estate :  Such  sale  to 
be  conducted  in  like  manner  as  sales  for  non-payment  of  taxes. 
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Sect.  ^  1.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  make  assessments 
for  all  Common  Sewers  heretofore  constructed  by  the  city,  the 
expenses  of  which  have  not  already  been  assessed  and  collected 
in  the  same  manner  as  for  those  which  may  hereafter  be  con- 
structed ;  and  the  Superintendent  shall  render  all  the  services 
and  perform  all  the  duties  in  regard  to  the  Common  Sewers 
heretofore  constructed,  the  expenses  of  which  have  not  already 
been  assessed  and  collected,  which  he  is  required  to  render  and 
perform  in  regard  to  those  hereafter  to  be  constructed. 

Sect.  12.  In  making  assessments  for  constructing  or  repair- 
ing Common  Sewers  or  Main  Drains,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
may  deduct  from  the  expenses  such  part  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient, to  be  charged  to,  and  paid  by  the  City,  and  shall  apportion 
and  assess  the  remainder,  or  the  whole  if  no  deduction  be  made, 
upon  the  persons  and  estates  benefitted  by  the  Common  Sewer 
or  Main  Drain,  either  by  the  entry  of  their  Drains  therein,  or  by 
any  more  remote  means,  and  shall  prescribe  when  such  assess- 
ment shall  be  paid. 

Sect.  13.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  deliver  a  list  of 
such  assessments,  when  made,  to  the  Treasurer,  for  collection, 
and  he  shall  forthwith,  in  writing,  demand  the  same  of  the  par- 
ties liable,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  and  proceed  in  the 
collection  thereof,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  General 
Statutes. 

Sect.  14.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 


IN^o.  12. 

AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  BURIAL  GROUNDS 
AND  THE  BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Sect.  1.  The  department  relative  to  the  interment  of  the 
dead,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  one  Superintendent,  to  be 
called  the  Superintendent  of  Burials,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  and 
he  shall  have  power  to  carry  into  execution  all  the  power  and 
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authority  vested  in  the  City  Council  relative  to  the  interment  of 
the  dead,  the  estabhshment  of  the  burial  grounds,  the  regula- 
tions of  funerals  and  funeral  processions,  subject  always  to  the 
direction,  authority  and  control  ^f  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Superintendent  to  carry  into 
effect  all  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council,  and  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  relative  thereto. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Superintendent  shall  be  chosen  by  concurrent 
vote  of  the  City  Council  in  the  month  of  March,  annually,  to  be 
always  first  acted  upon  by  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen, 
and  he  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  annual  election,  unless 
previously  removed  by  the  City  Council,  by  vote  ;  and  thereupon, 
or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  from  any  cause,  the  City  Council  shall 
proceed  to  elect  a  successor  for  the  residue  of  the  year  ;  and  said 
officer  shall  be  compensated  as  the  City  Council  may  determine, 
and  he  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  execution  of  his  office. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Bm'ials,  by  undertakers  duly  licensed  and  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  to  attend,  manage  and  conduct  in  a 
proper  manner,  all  the  funerals  which  shall  take  place  in  the 
city.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Burials  to 
keep  the  walls,  fences  and  gates  of  the  burial  grounds  in  the 
city  in  good  and  proper  repair  and  to  take  care  that  said  places 
of  burial  be  well  secured  and  enclosed  at  all  times  ;  to  point  out 
the  place,  depth  and  width  of  every  grave  to  be  dug  therein ; 
to  cause  the  graves  to  be  dug  in  exact  ranges,  parallel  with  each 
other ;  and  also  to  record  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  the  name,  age  and  sex  of  each  person  buried,  the  family 
and  place  of  residence  to  which  the  deceased  belonged,  the  dis- 
ease of  which  he  or  she  died,  the  time  of  the  burial,  the  number 
and  position  of  the  grave,  and  of  the  range  or  tomb  where 
buried  or  deposited. 

Sect.  4.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall,  annually,  appoint 
a  sufficient  number  of  funeral  undertakers,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  attend  and  manage  funerals,  when  so  required,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Burials  ;  and  all  persons  not 
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licensed  as  undertakers,  are  hereby  forbidden  and  prohibited  to 
undertake  the  management  of  any  funeral. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  bury  or  inter,  or  cause  to  be  buried 
or  interred  in  this  city,  any. dead  body,  and  no  person  shall  re- 
move or  cause  to  be  removed  out  of  the  city,  the  body  of  a  de- 
ceased person  for  interment,  without  having  first  obtained  a 
license  so  to  do,  from  the  Superintendent  of  Burials ;  and  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  Superintendent  to  grant  the  same, 
unless  some  good  cause  should  appear  for  refusal. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  shall  bury  or  inter,  or  cause  to  be  buried 
or  interred,  any  dead  body  at  any  other  time  of  day  than  between 
sunrising  and  sunsetting,  except  when  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Burials  ;  and  no  grave  shall  be  re-opened  for 
the  burial  therein,  or  disinterment  therefrom,  of  any  dead  body, 
without  license  having  been  first  obtained  therefor,  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Burials.  And  in  all  cases  of  interments  or 
burials,  the  top  of  any  coffin,  in  any  grave,  shall  not  be  less  than 
four  feet  from  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

Sect.  7.  The  Old  Burial  Ground,  so  called,  and  the  Catholic 
Burial  Ground,  on  Bunker  Hill,  shall  be  so  far  closed  as  that  no 
new  tomb§  be  built,  nor  old  tombs  be  opened,  nor  new  graves  be 
dug  therein,  without  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent  of  Bu- 
rials first  obtained.  And  no  old  graves  shall  be  re-opened  for  the 
interment  of  the  dead,  except  in  cases  of  family  graves,  contain- 
ing less  than  three  adults  or  four  infants,  and  never,  in  these  cases, 
without  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent  of  Burials  first 
obtained.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  Superintend- 
ent to  grant  such  permission  on  satisfactory  evidence  that  the 
grave  contains  less  than  the  number  aforesaid,  and  that  the  de- 
ceased was  a  member  of  the  family  owning  the  grave,  but  not 
otherwise  ;  and  old  graves  may  be  opened  for  disinterment  of 
dead  bodies,  with  license  first  obtained  therefor,  from  the  Super- 
intendent aforesaid. 

Sect.  8.  The  following  fees  shall  be  collected  and  paid  for 
services  in  the  execution  of  this  Ordinance  :  —  To  the  city,^  for 
every  body  brought  into  the  city  from  other  parts,  and  buried, 
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except  residents  of  the  city,  one  dollar,  together  with  fifty  cents 
per  mile  one  way  for  any  distance  that  a  hearse  may  be  sent  out 
of  the  city,  which,  with  the  fees  for  graves  and  tombs,  are  to  be 
collected  from  the  families  of  the  persons  interred.  To  the  un- 
dertakers, for  digging  a  grave  six  feet  and  six  inches  deep,  and 
covering  the  same,  three  dollars  ;  for  digging  a  grave  five 
feet  deep,  and  covering  the  same,  three  dollars  ;  for  opening 
and  closing  an  underground  tomb,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents ; 
for  attendance  and  service  at  the  funeral,  conveying,  burying,  or 
entombing  the  corpse  within  the  city,  ten  dollars ;  in  the  adja- 
cent cemeteries,  twelve  dollars  ;  for  the  burial  of  children  under 
ten  years  of  age,  digging  a  grave  five  feet  deep,  two  dollars ;  and 
for  attendance  and  services  at  the  funeral,  conveying,  burying,  or 
entombing  the  corpse  within  the  city,  three  dollars  and  fifty 
cents ;  in  the  adjacent  cemeteries,  four  dollars  ;  and  in  all  cases, 
when  a  corpse  shall  be  carried  into  a  church  for  a  funeral  service, 
the  undertaker  may  make  an  additional  charge  of  one  dollar. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  undertakers  to  pay  over, 
monthly,  to  the  Superintendent,  the  fees  received  by  them  on 
account  of  the  city,  provided  for  and  established  in  this  section ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  pay  over  to  the 
City  Treasurer  as  olten  at  least  as  once  in  three  months,  all 
moneys  which  he  shall  receive,  belonging  to  the  city. 

Sect.  9.  The  Superintendent  shall  receive  such  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  as  the  City  Council  shall  determine. 

Sect.  10.  Whenever  any  person  shall  decease  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  nearest  relative,  or 
of  the  person  in  whose  house  the  death  may  have  occurred,  or 
any  other  person  who  may  have  first  become  informed  of  the 
event,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  made  known  to  an  undertaker  as 
soon  as  practicable. 

Sect.  11.  No  person  shall  remove  any  dead  body  or  the  re- 
mains of  any  such  body  from  any  grave  or  tomb  in  the  city  ; 
nor  disturb,  break  up,  or  remove  any  dead  body  in  any  grave  or 
tomb  without  the  license  of  the  Superintendent  of  Burials. 

Sect.  12.    The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  are  authorized  to  make 
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and  adopt  any  regulations  in  relation  to  tne  interment  of  the  dead 
which  they  may  deem  expedient,  provided  that  the  same  be  not 
inconsistent  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sect.  13.  Any  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  one  dollar,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  14.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 


ISTo.  13. 

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  THE  POLICE  DEPART- 
MENT. 

Sect.  1.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  may  appoint  a  City 
Marshal,  and  three  or  more  Constables,  and  such  Policemen  and 
Officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  their  several 
offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 

Sect.  2.  The  City  Marshal  shall  be  the  head  of  the  PoHce 
Department.  He  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  municipal 
affairs  of  the  City,  to  preserve  the  peace,  order,  cleanliness  and 
health  of  the  City,  and  to  this  end,  he  shall  execute  and  enforce 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  special  laws  and  ordinances 
of  the  City,  the  orders  of  the  City  Council,  the  orders  of  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  the  orders  of  the  Mayor.  He  shall 
take  notice  of  all  nuisances,  impediments  and  obstructions  in  the 
streets,  and  shg,ll  remove  the  same,  or  take  all  proper  measures 
in  relation  thereto,  according  to  law,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Marshal,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  shall  first  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  and  impartial 
discharge  of  said  duties,  and  shall  also,  before  entering  upon  his 
said  duties,  give  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Charlestown  a 
bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sufficient  sureties, 
(approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen),  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  of  his  office. 
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Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Marshal,  as  often 
as  once  a  week,  to  pass  through  all  the  different  parts  and  prin- 
cipal streets  of  the  city,  to  observe  nuisances,  obstructions  and 
impediments  therein,  and  to  prevent  the  commission  of  offences. 
He  shall  report  the  doings  of  the  Police  once  a  week,  or  oftener, 
to  the  Mayor,  and  also  all  violations  of  duty  on  the  part  of  any 
Constable,  Policeman  or  other  officer.  He  shall  receive  all  com- 
plaints of  the  citizens  against  any  breach  of  the  laws,  and  he 
^hall  institute  all  prosecutions  against  offenders  of  the  laws  and 
City  Ordinances,  and  shall  attend  regularly  and  punctually  on  all 
trials  of  offenders  prosecuted  in  behalf  of  the  City,  in  any  Court 
whatever ;  and  he  shall  not  disclose  the  name  of  any  person, 
who  shall  give  information  to  him,  relating  to  the  commission 
of  any  offence,  when  so  desired  by  such  person.  He  shall  attend 
daily,  at  some  stated  hour,  in  his  office  which  is  now  or  may  be 
established  by  the  City,  and  which  shall  be  kept  open  at  all 
suitable  times. 

Sect.  5.  The  City  Marshal  shall  keep  full  and  complete 
records  of  the  business  of  his  department,  which  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Mayor,  and  any  of  the 
Aldermen. 

Sect.  6.  The  City  Marshal  may,  upon  any  violation  of  duty, 
suspend  any  Policeman,  and  shall  thereupon  forthwith  report 
such  violation  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  until  the  same 
shall  have  been  acted  upon  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  such 
Policeman  shall  not  perform  any  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

Sect.  7.  Every  Peliceman  and  member  of  t^e  department, 
during  his  time  of  service  shall  devote  his  whole  attention  to  the 
municipal  affairs  of  the  City,  the  preservation  of  order  and  the 
maintainance  of  the  peace.  He  shall  enforce  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,  the  special  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City,  and 
discharge  such  other  duties  as  he  may  be  required  to  •  perform, 
and  he  shall  daily  report  to  the  City  Marshal  all  offences  and 
violations  of  said  laws  and  ordinances,  which  shall  come  to  his 
knowledge,  and  he  shall  report  to  the  City  Marshal  forthwith  any 
neglect  or  violation  of  duty  by  any  member  of  the  department. 
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Sect.  8.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  may  at  any  time,  by 
vote,  remove  from  office  the  City  Marshal,  any  Constable,  Police- 
man, or  other  member  of  the  department. 

Sect.  9.  Any  Constable  or  Police  Officer  of  the  City,  may 
use  the  cells  of  the  watch-house  for  the  confinement  and  safe 
keeping  of  persons  arrested  and  awaiting  trial  before  any  Justice 
or  Court.  This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent any  Constable  or  Police  Officer  from  instituting  prosecution 
against  such  persons  as  may  have  been  arrested  by  him,  for  a 
breach  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  10.  The  City  Marshal  shall,  when  authorized  by  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  employ  one  or  more  Deputies,  who  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  who  shall,  in  like 
manner,  take  the  oath  of  office.  He  or  they  shall  assist  the  City 
Marshal  in  the  execution  of  his  office,  and  in  his  absence  shall 
officiate  in  his  stead.  The  City  Marshal  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  acts  of  his  Deputies. 

Sect.  11.  The  Officers  named  in  this  Ordinance,  other  than 
the  City  Marshal,  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 

Sect.  12.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 


]>^^o.  14. 

AN  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
IN  THE  CITY  OF  CHARLE^TOWN. 

Sect.  1.  A  Fire  Department  is  hereby  established  which  shall 
consist  of  a  Chief  Engineer,  four  Assistant  Engineers,  and  of  as 
many  steam  engine,  hose,  and  hook  and  ladder  companies  as  the 
City  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient.  Each  of 
said  companies  shall  consist  of  as  many  men  as  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board,  of  Engineers;  provided  that  the  number  of  men 
appointed  to  each  steam  engine  company  shall  not  exceed  twenty, 
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exclusive  of  the  Engineer,  Driver  and  Fireman ;  to  each  hose 
company  twenty ;  and  to  each  hook  and  ladder  company  thirty 
men. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  chosen  by  the  City  Council,  by  joint 
ballot  in  convention,  in  the  month  of  February,  annually,  a  Chief 
Engineer  and  four  Assistant  Engineers  who  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year  from  the  first  Monday  of  March  in  each  year,  and 
until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places,  unless  sooner  removed  in  the 
manner  provided  in  an  ordinance  concerning  removals  from  office ; 
and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  removal  from  the  city, 
death,  or  resignation,  the  same  shall  thereupon  be  filled  by  a  new 
election  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  section. 

Sect.  3.  The  Engineers  so  chosen  shall  meet  and  organize 
themselves  into  a  Board  of  Engineers,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
form  a  quorum,  and  of  which,  in  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer, the  senior  Engineer  present  shall  be  the  presiding  officer. 
They  shall  appoint  a  Secretary,  who  shall  receive  such  salary  as 
the  City  Council,  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  shall  be  held  responsible  to  the  City 
Council,  or  its  standing  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  for  the 
discipline,  good  order,  and  proper  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men 
constituting  the  Department,  and  for  the  good  condition  of  all 
houses,  reservoirs,  hydrants,  wells,  engines,  hose,  hose  carriages, 
hooks  and  ladders,  trucks,  and  all  apparatus  and  furniture  thereto 
belonging  and  connected  with  the  Department.  They  shall  have 
the  superintendence  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee  on  Fire  Department,  the  control  of  the  engine  or 
other  houses  used  for  the  Department,  of  the  furniture  therein 
and  of  the  engines  and  apparatus,  as  well  as  any  other  property 
properly  appertaining  to  the  Department. 

They  may  make-such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  better  govern- 
ment of  the  Department,  and  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  deem  expedient,  the  same  being 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  4.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  sole  and  absolute 
control  and  command  over  all  the  other  engineers,  all  members 
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of  the  Department,  and  over  all  other  persons  present  at  lires 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to  direct  the  other 
engineers  to  take  proper  measures  to  arrange  the  several  engines 
and  other  apparatus  in  the  most  advantageous  manner,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  duly  worked  for  the  effectual  extinguishment  of 
fires. 

Sect.  5.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the 
engineer  next  in  rank,  who  may  be  present,  shall,  during  such 
absence,  have  and  exercise  all  the  power  and  authority  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  of  his  office.  The 
officer  in  command  of  the  Company  which  first  arrives  at  a  fire 
shall  be  the  officer  in  command  until  an  engineer  is  present. 

Sect.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to  keep 
or  cause  to  be  kept  fair  and  exact  rolls  of  the  respective  com- 
panies, specifying  the  name,  age,  occupation  and  residence,  and 
the  date  of  the  admission  and  discharge  of  each  member  of  the 
Department,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  money  that 
may  be  received  or  expended  for  the  Fire  Department. 

He  shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  March,  make  to  the  City 
Council  a  detailed  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  same ;  also  all  losses  and 
accidents  by  fire  that  may  happen  within  the  city,  with  the 
causes  thereof  as  well  as  they  may  be  ascertained ;  also  the  num- 
ber and  description  of  the  buildings  and  other  property  destroyed 
or  injured,  the  amount  of  insurance  thereon  and  the  names  of 
the  owners ;  the  report  to  be  publivshed  in  such  manner  as  the 
City  Council  may  direct. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  to 
examine  into  the  condition  of  the  engines  and  all  other  fire  appara- 
tus, and  of  the  engine  and  other  houses  and  property  belonging 
to  the  city  and  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fire  Department,  as 
often  as  circumstances  may  render  it  expedient ;  they  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  kept  in  rep^iir,  provided  that  such  repairs,  as  well 
as  all  expenditures  incurred  relating  thereto,  and  all  incidental 
expenses  of  the  Department,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Fire  Department.    The  Boa?/^ 
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of  Engineers  shall  cause  the  reservoirs  to  be  kept  filled  with 
water,  and  they  shall  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Superinten- 
dent of  streets  of  any  defect  or  want  of  repair  therein. 

Sect.  8.  Each  of  the  companies  composing  the  Department 
respectively,  may  adopt  such  constitution,  by-laws,  and  regula- 
tions for  their  government,  subordinate  to  the  Ordinances  and 
orders  of  the  City  Council  and  the  orders  of  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

Each  of  said  companies  shall,  in  the  month  of  March,  in  each 
year,  choose  a  Foreman,  an  Assistant  Foreman,  a  Secretary  and 
a  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  require  in 
accordance  with  their  respective  constitutions  and  in  the  man- 
ner therein  provided. 

Sect.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Foreman  of  the  compa- 
nies to  see  that  the  several  engines  and  apparatus  committed  to 
their  care,  and  the  several  buildings  in  which  the  same  are  de- 
posited, and  all  things  in  or  belonging  to  the  same  are  kept 
clean  and  in  order  for  immediate  use ;  and  they  shall  cause  the 
snow  to  be  cleared  from  the  sidewalk  connected  with  the  houses 
"Qnder  their  charge.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  preserve 
order  and  discipline  at  all  times  in  their  respective  companies, 
and  require  and  enforce  a  compliance  with  the  Ordinances  and 
orders,  the  rules  aiid  regulations  of  the  Department,  and  the 
orders  of  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers.  They  shall  forth- 
with report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Engineers  the  name  of 
any  member  or  members  who  shall  he  guilty  of  a  neglect  of 
duty  or  a  disobedience  of  orders.  They  shall  keep,  or  cause  to 
be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  their  respective  companies,  fair  and 
exact  rolls  of  the  companies  under  their  charge,  specifying  the 
time  of  admission  and  discharge  of  each  member,  together  with 
the  age,  residence  and  occupation  of  the  same,  and  a  record  of 
aU  the  city's  property  intrusted  to  their  care,  in  a  book  or  books 
provided  for  that  purpose  at  the  expense  of  the  city — which 
rolls  and  record  books  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Engineers.  They  shaU  also  make,  or  cause 
to  be  made  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  true  and  accurate  returns  of 
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all  members,  with  their  ages,  residences  and  occupations,  and 
the  condition  of  the  apparatus  intrusted  to  their  care  whenever 
called  upon  so  to  do. 

Sect.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  several  companies,  whenever  a  fire  shall  break  out  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  to  repair  forthwith  to  their  respective  ap- 
paratus, and  convey  the  same  in  a  speedy  and  orderly  manner 
to  or  near  the  place  where  the  fire  may  be,  and  in  conformity  to 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  or  Assistant  Engineers,  to  exert  them- 
selves in  the  most  orderly  manner  possible  in  managing  their 
apparatus,  and  in  performing  every  duty  required  of  them  by 
the  Chief  or  Assistant  Engineers ;  and  upon  the  permission  of 
the  Chief  or  other  Engineer  shall,  in  an  orderly  and  quiet  man- 
ner, without  any  outcries,  return  said  apparatus  to  their  respec- 
tive places  of  deposit ;  provided  that  in  the  absence  of  all  the 
engineers  such  permission  may  be  given  by  their  respective  fore- 
men. 

Sect.  11.  Any  officer  or  member  who  shall  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  perform  his  duty,  or  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  disor- 
derly conduct  or  disobedience  to  any  officer  or  engineer,  shall 
be  suspended  or  expelled  from  the  Department  by  the  Board  of 
Engineers ;  and  such  action  shall  be  final,  unless  the  same  shall 
be  reversed  by  the  City  Council  within  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Sect.  12.  In  all  cases  of  removal  from  office  or  from  the 
Department  by  the  Engineers,  the  name  of  the  person  removed, 
with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  therefor,  shall  be  entered  on  the 
books  of  the  Engineers,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  1^  the  Chief  Engineer  before  their 
next  regular  meeting. 

Sect.  13.  No  officer  or  member  who  may  have  been  dis- 
missed or  removed  from  the  Department,  shall  be  re-instated 
therein  except  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  and  a  pproval 
of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 

Sect.  14.  Immediately  on  the  alarm  of  fire  during  the  night, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Policeman  to  give  notice  thereof  by 
crying  "  Fire,"  and  giving  an  alarm,  (under  such  regulations  as 
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the  Board  of  Engineers  may  adopt)  from  the  nearest  telegraph 
box,  there  remaining,  mentioning  the  street  or  direction  where 
the  fire  may  be  to  the  several  fire  companies.  And  if  any  Po- 
liceman neglects  so  to  do,  he  shaU  be  "reported  to  the  Mayor  by 
the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  15.    Any  person  intentionally  raising  a  false  alarm  of 
fire  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  doUars. 

Sect.  16.  Whenever  it  shall  be  determined  at  any  fire  by  ' 
any  three  or  more  of  the  Engineers,  of  whom  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer shall  be  one,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  senior  Engineer  pres- 
ent, to  be  necessary  to  pull  down  or  demolish  any  building  in 
order  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  fire,  the  same  may  be  done  by 
their  joint  order.  The  Board  of  Engineers  are  hereby  constituted 
Firewards  of  the  city,  under  the  statute  made  and  provided. 

Sect.  17.  All  persons,  not  members  of  the  Department,  are 
hereby  enjoined  and  required  to  obey  the  orders  and  directions 
of  any  Engineer  given  at  any  fire,  and  to  render  their  services 
if  ordered  so  to  do  by  any  Engineer.  Any  person  who  shall 
violate  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Sect.  18.  No  cards,  dice,  or  other  articles  used  for  gaming, 
shall  be  brought  into  or  be  sufiered  to  remain  in  any  building 
used  by  any  company  in  the  Fire  Department,  nor  shall  spiritu- 
ous liquors  be  used  therein. 

Sect.  19.  The  houses  occupied  by  the  several  companies 
shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  companies  only  ;  the 
doors  shall  be  closed  at  all  times  except  for  ingress  and  egress, 
and  the  congregating  upon  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  houses 
is  strictly  prohibited.  And  the  Foreman  of  each  company  is 
hereby  enjoined  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sect.  20.  No  boys  shall  be  allowed  in  any  house  occupied 
by  the  Department ;  neither  shall  they  be  allowed  to  have  any 
access  whatever  to  the  apparatus,  neither  shall  they  be  allowed 
upon  the  rope  in  going  to  or  returning  from  fires  or  alarms. 
The  officers  of  the  several  companies  will  be  held  accountable 
for  any  violation  of  this  section. 
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Sect.  21.  There  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided,  the  following  sums  in  each  year,  viz :  To  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  to  each  Assistant  Engineer,  such  sum  or  sums  as 
the  City  Council  may  determine ;  to  each  steam  engine  company, 
exclusive  of  engineer,  fireman  and  driver,  three  hundred  dollars  ; 
to  each  hose  company,  four  hundred  dollars,  and  to  each  hook  and 
ladder  company,  six  hundred  dollars ;  provided  that  in  case  any 
steam  engine  company  shall  consist  of  less  than  twenty  men 
exclusive  of  engineer,  fireman  and  driver;  any  hose  company 
less  than  twenty  men,  and  any  hook  and  ladder  company  less 
than  thirty  men,  who  shall  do  all  the  duty  required  of  them  by 
the  Regulations  and  Ordinances,  then  a  sum  bearing  the  same 
proportion  to  the  number  of  which  such  company  consists  as 
twenty  and  thirty  bear  to  the  respective  sums  above  mentioned, 
shall  be  appropriated  instead  of  the  sums  first  herein  named. 

The  above  sums  shall  be  inclusive  of  all  expenses  for  gas  and 
fuel  for  the  houses,  with  the  exception  of  the  steam  fire  engine 
companies,  whose  fuel  and  gas  shall  be  furnished  by  the  city. 
The  sums  allowed  to  the  several  companies  shall  be  paid  in 
equal  quarter-yearly  payments,  and  shall' be  paid  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  each  company  or  to  his  order  for  the  use  of  the  company. 

The  compensation  of  the  Engineer,  Fireman  and  Driver  of 
any  steam  fire  engine  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Joint  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  Department  after  consultation  with  the  Board  of 
Engineers,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  22.  Once  in  three  months  (viz :  on  the  last  Monday  of 
February,  May,  August  and  November  respectively),  the  Secre- 
tary of  each  company  shall  make  a  roll,  the  blank  of  which  shall 
be  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  bearing  the  full  name, 
age,  occupation  and  residence  of  every  member  of  said  company ; 
specifying  also  the  number  of  times  the  company  has  been 
called  out,  and  the  attendance  of  the  members  respectively,  to 
which  shall  be  appended  the  following  certificate,  viz : 

"  We,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  certify,  that,  according  to 
the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  belief,  the  foregoing  persons  are 
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members  of  [here  state  the  company]  and  that  said  company 
has  consisted  of  members  during  the  last  three  months  ; 

that  during  that  time  they  have  resided  in  Charlestown,  have 
performed  all  the  duty  incumbent  on  them  as  firemen,  have  been 
present  at  every  turnout  of  the  company,  or  duly  excused  for 
non-attendance,  and  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  pay  of 
firemen,"  which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  Foreman  and 
Secretary  respectively,  and  immediately  delivered  to  the  Chief 
Engineer ;  and  if  the  Foreman  or  Secretary,  or  either  of  them, 
shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  fraudulent  return,  he  or  they 
may  be  expelled  from  the  Department  by  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

Sect.  23.  Within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  these  rolls  by 
the  Chief  Engineer,  the  Board  of  Engineers  shall  meet  and 
examine  the  same,  and  if  found  to  be  correct,  and  they  are 
approved  by  a  majority  of  said  Board,  they  shall  be  so  certified, 
together  with  the  amount  due  to  each  company,  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  immediately  transferred  to  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men, who  within  twenty  days  thereafter  shall  examine  the  same 
and  draw  orders  for  the  quarterly  payments  upon  the  City 
Treasurer ;  provided,  however,  if  upon  examination  of  the  rolls 
by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  it  shall  appear  to  them  that  the 
same  are  erroneous,  they  shall  have  authority  to  withhold  the 
sum  certified,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  shall  to  them  appear  just 
and  reasonable  under  this  ordinance  and  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Department. 

Sect.  24.  The  Board  of  Engineers,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen,  may  grant  permission  to  any  company  to 
take  their  apparatus  beyond  the  limits  of  the  city  on  an  excur- 
sion, to  be  absent  such  length  of  time  as  they  may  direct. 

Sect.  25.  No  company  shall  leave  the  city  in  case  of  fire  in 
the  neighboring  cities  or  towns  except  by  the  order  of  one  of  the 
Engineers. 

Sect.  26.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Department  until  he  shall  have  been  approved  or  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Engineers  and  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 
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Sect.  27.  No  person  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Department 
who  is  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  is  not  at  the 
time  a  resident  of  the  city  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Sect.  28.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  Department  who 
■  shall  remove  from  the  city  shall  thereupon  be  discharged  from 
the  Department  by  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

Sect.  29 .  Every  person  admitted  into  the  Department  shall 
be  and  remain  a  member  of  the  company  named  in  his  applica- 
tion until  he  shall  be  transferred  to  another  company  or  discharg- 
ed ;  and  no  member  shall  be  transferred  from  one  company  to 
another  except  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

Sect.  30.  Every  member  of  the  Department  shall  wear  at  all 
fires  such  badge  as  the  Board  of  Engineers  shall  prescribe  ;  and 
no  person  without  such  badge,  shall,  except  by  permission  of  an 
Engineer,  enter  within  the  lines  formed  at  any  fire. 

Sect.  31.  If  any  officer  or  member  shall,  except  in  case  of 
sickness,  be  absent  from  more  than  one-third  of  the  fires  or 
alarms  of  fire  occurring  during  the  quarter,  such  absences,  if 
more  than  five  in  number,  shall  be  considered  good  cause  for 
his  discharge  from  the  Department ;  and  an  intentional  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  by  any  officer  or 
member,  shall  also  be  a  good  cause  for  his  discharge. 

Sect.  32.  The  Telegraph  Fire  Alarm  shall  be  under  the  ex- 
clusive control  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  who  shall  malv:e  such 
regulations  in  regard  to  giving  alarms  of  fij-e  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace  and  safety. 

Sect.  33.  The  Board  of  Engineers  shall  examine  into  all 
shops  and  other  places  where  shavings  or  other  combustible 
materials  may  be  deposited  or  collected,  and  at  all  times  be  vig- 
ilant in  the  removal  of  the  same,  whenever  in  the  opinion  of 
any  three  of  them  the  same  may  be  dangerous  to  the  security 
of  the  city  from  fires,  and  direct  the  owner,  tenant  or  occupant 
of  said  shops  or  other  places  to  remove  the  same  ;  and  in  case  of 
such  owner,  tenant  or  occupant's  refusal  or  neglect  so  to  do,  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  such  owner, 
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tenant  or  occupant,  who  shall,  in  addition,  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  Engineers  to  take  cognizance 
of  all  buildings  in  the  city  in  which  any  steam  engine  shall  be 
used,  and  of  all  buildings  in  the  city  in  process  of  erection  or 
alteration,  and  to  make  a  record  of  such  thereof  as  in  their 
judgment  may,  from  any  cause,  be  dangerous,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  forthwith  ;  and 
whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  any  three  of  the  Board  of  Engi- 
neers, any  chimney,  hearth,  oven,  stove,  stovepipe,  fire-frame, 
or  other  fixture,  or  any  camphene,  or  other  explosive  or  in- 
flammable fluid  or  material,  or  whatever  else  may  give  just 
cause  of  alarm,  should  be  altered,  repaired,  or  removed,  they 
the  said  Engineers  shall  forthwith  notify  and  dii-ect  the  owner, 
tenant  or  occupant  of  the  premises  upon  which  the  same  are 
situated,  to  alter,  repair,  or  remove  the  same,  as  the  said  Engi- 
neers shall  direct.    And  in  case  such  tenant,  owner  or  occupant 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  so  to  do,  the  said  Engineers  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  removed,  altered  or  repaired,  at  the  expense  of 
such  owner,  tenant  or  occupant,  who  shall  also  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  such  neglect  or  refusal. 
And  any  person  who  shall  obstruct  the  Engmeers  or  any  of 
them  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  lia- 
ble to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  34.  Every  person  who  shall  have  served  according  to 
law  in  the  Fire  Department  for  five  successive  yearSj  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  thereof,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  of  the  city  ;  and  any  person 
who  shall  receive  such  certificate  shall  be  considered  an  hon- 
orary member  of  the  Department,  and  entitled  to  wear  such 
badge  as  may  be  designed  by  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

Sect.  35.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine.

N"o.  15. 

AN    ORDINANCE    CONCERNING    THE  CHARLESTOWN 
WATER  WORKS,  AND  THE  USE   OF  MYSTIC 
LAKE  WATER. 

Sect.  1.  The  members  of  the  Mystic  Water  Board,  as  now 
constituted,  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  the 
terms  for  which  they  were  respectively  chosen,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  chosen.  There  shaU  be  chosen  by  the  City  Council, 
in  convention,  and  by  ballot  in  the  month  of  February  of  each 
year,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and, one  member 
of  the  Common  Council,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices 
for  one  year  from  April  first,  in  the  year  of  their  election,  and 
until  their  successors  are  chosen ;  and  there  shall  in  like  manner, 
and  at  the  sarr^  time,  be  chosen  one  citizen  at  large,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  three  years  from  April  first  in  the  year  of  his 
election,  and  until  his  successor  is  chosen ;  and  the  persons  thus 
chosen,  together  with  those  members  of  the  Mystic  Water 
Board,  whose  term  of  office  remain  unexpired,  shall  constitute 
the  Mystic  Water  Board.  No  member  of  the  Board  shall  re- 
ceive any  compensation  for  his  services ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy 
in  said  Board,  from  any  cause,  the  City  Council  shall  in  like 
manner  fill  such  vacancy. 

The  persons  so  chosen  shall  meet  and  organize  themselves 
into  a  Board,  by  the  choice  of  a  President,  from  their  number, 
and  also  a  Clerk,  from  the  citizens  at  large,  who  shall  give  suit- 
able bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties;  and  they 
may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  and 
in  relation  to  all  subordinate  officers  by  them  appointed,  as  they 
deem  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  statute  law  or  the  City 
Ordinances. 

The  Mystic  Water  Board  shall  haye  and  exercise  all  the 
powers,  vested  in  the  City  of  Charlestown,  by  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  approved  March  28th,  1861,  entitled,  "  An  Act  to 
supply  the  City  of  Charlestown  with  Pure  Water,"  and  the  va- 
rious Acts  in  addition  thereto,  as  far  as  the  same  can  legally  be 
delegated  ;  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Superintendent, 
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and  all  necessary  subordinate  officers,  agents,  and  assistants,  and 
to  remove  the  same  at  pleasm'e,  and  may  fix  their  compensation, 
and  that  of  the  clerk  before  mentioned ;  Provided^  that  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  in  the  whole,  the  sum  appropriated  therefor  by 
the  City  Council ;  but  all  the  powers  mentioned  in  this  section 
shall  be  subject  to  any  limitations  and  restrictions  contained  in 
the  ordinances,  regulations,  and  orders  of  the  City  Council.  The 
Superintendent  and  Clerk  shall  be  residents  of  Charlestown. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mystic  Water  Board,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  March,  annually,  shall  present  to  the  City  Council  a  re- 
port, containing  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  water  works, 
and  of  the  lands  and  other  property  connected  therewith,  with 
an  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  together  with  any 
information  or  suggestions  which  they  may  deem  important, 
and  at  the  same  time  transmit  to  the  City  Council  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  and  Clerk. 

Sect.  3.  The  Water  Board,  whenever  requested  by  the  City 
Council,  shall  prepare  and  send  to  the  City  Council  a  schedule 
of  water  rates. 

Sect.  4.  The  Water  Board  are  authorized  to  sell  or  lease 
such  of  the  property  connected  with  the  water  works  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil ;  all  deeds  and  leases  shall  be  executed  by  the  Mayor,  and 
countersigned  by  the  President  of  the  Board. 

Sect.  5.  All  bills  for  expenditures  by  the  Water  Board, 
shall  be  drawn  for  by  the  President,  and  examined  and  approved 
by  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  before  they  are  paid  by  the 
Treasurer. 

Sect.  6.  The  President  of  the  Water  Board  shall  exercise  a 
general  supervision  over  the  water  works,  and  the  materials  and 
property  connected  therewith,  and  over  all  subordinate  officers 
and  agents.  In  case  of  his  absence,  or  inability,  his  duties  may 
be  performed  by  a  President  pro  tempore^  to  be  chosen  by  the 
said  Board. 

Sect.  7.  The  Superintendent  shall  take  such  charge  of  Mys- 
tic Lake,  the  aqueduct,  lands,  reservoirs,  and  other  works,  and 
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property  connected  with  the  water  works,  as  the  Water  Board 
may,  from  time  to  time,  direct ;  and  he  shall  perform  all  such 
service  in  relation  thereto,  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  said 
Board,  or  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  8.  The  Superintendent,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
January,  annually,  shall  present  to  the  Water  Board  a  report  of 
the  general  condition  of  the  water  works,  with  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  all  expenditures  in  his  department,  and  such  other  mat- 
ters as  he  or  the  said  Board  may  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  9.  The  Water  Board  shall  determine  and  assess  the 
water  rates,  and  the  Clerk  thereof,  or  some  other  person  author- 
ized by  the  Board  shall,  once  in  each  year,  personally  visit  the 
premises  of  every  person  who  takes  the  water  ;  The  Clerk  shall 
make  out,  distribute,  and  collect  all  bills  for  the  same;  shall 
exercise  a  constant  supervision  over  the  use  of  the  water ;  attend 
to  the  enforcement  of  all  regulations  relating  thereto ;  and  on 
or  before  the  fifth  day  of  March,  annually,  shall  present  to  the 
Board  a  report  containing  a  statement  of  the  number  of  water 
takers;  the  number  of  cases  where  the  water  has  been  cut  off; 
the  number  and  amount  of  abatements  ;  the  expenditures  in 
his  department ;  and  such  other  matters  as  he  or  the  said  Board 
may  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  10.  All  moneys  received  on  account  of  the  Water 
Works,  shall  be  paid  monthly  into  the  City  Treasury,  and  a 
receipt  taken  for  the  same  ;  and  all  moneys  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  on  account  of  said  works,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  Water  Works,  to  which  use  they  are  exclusively  appropri- 
ated, and  shall  not  be  paid  out  except  as  provided  in  Section  5. 

Sect.  11.  Tiie  annual  rent  for  the  use  of  the  water  shall  be 
payable  in  advance,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  in  each  year. 
All  charges  for  specific  supplies,  or  for  fractional  parts  of  the 
year,  shall  be  payable  in  advance,  and  before  the  water  is  let  on. 

Sect.  12.    In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  the  water  rent  for  • 
sixty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  the  clerk  shall  cut  off"  the  sup- 
ply ;  and  the  water  shall  not  again  be  let  on,  either  for  the 
present  or  any  subsequent  occupant,  except  upon  the  payment 
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of  the  amount  due,  together  with  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ;  pro- 
vided,  that,  in  cases  of  specific  supplies,  or  for  fractional  parts 
of  the  year,  where  the  water  has  been  let  on,  it  may  be  cut  off 
immediately,  after  notice  given  at  the  place  that  the  rent  is  not 
paid,  and  may  be  let  on  again  upon  the  condition  before  men- 
tioned. And  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  apply,  when  two 
or  more  parties  take  the  water  through  the  same  service  pipes, 
although  one  or  more  may  have  paid  the  proportion  due  from 
him  or  them. 

Sect.  13.  The  clerk,  under  the  direction  of  the  Water  Board, 
may  make  abatements  in  the  water  rents,  in  all  proper  cases. 

Sect.  14.  The  clerk  shall  keep  suitable  books,  in  which  shall 
be  entered  the  names  of  all  persons  who  take  the  water,  the  kind 
of  building,  the  name  and  number  of  the  street,  the  nature  of 
the  use,  the  number  of  taps,  and  the  amount  charged,  which 
shall  be  always  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Water  Board,  and 
any  committee  of  the  City  Council.  He  shall  perform  such 
other  services  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  City  Council,  or 
the  Water  Board. 

Sect.  15.  No  member  of  the  Water  Board,  and  no  person 
appointed  to  any  office,  or  employed,  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance, 
or  of  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  mentioned  in  the  first  section, 
shall  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any"  contract,  bar- 
gain, sale,  or  agTcement,  in  relation  to  the  water  works,  or  any 
matter  or  thing  connected  therewith,  wherein  the  city  is  interest- 
ed, and  any  and  all  contracts,  bargains,  sales,  or  agreements,  made 
in  violation  of  this  section,  shall  be  utterly  void  as  to  the  city. 

Sect.  16.  Any  person  who  shall  injure  any  public  pipe  or 
reservoir  connected  with  the  Charlestown  Water  Works,  or  who 
shall  break  and  enter  the  same,  or  draw  off,  or  cause  to  be  remov- 
ed any  of  the  water  therefrom,  or  shall  turn  on  or  off"  the  water 
in  any  such  water  pipe  or  reservoir,  or  shall  make  any  opening 
or  connection  with  such  pipe  or  reservoir,  or  remove  the  cover  of 
any  hydrant,  except  in  case  of  fire,  without  the  license  or  permit 
of  the  Water  Board,  or  by  authority  of  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men, or  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  shall  forfeit 
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and  pay  for  each  offence,  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  17.  The  sale  of  water  to  parties  out  of  the  limits  of 
the  city,  shall  not  be  on  more  favorable  terms  than  to  those 
within  its  limits,  except  by  vote  of  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  18.  The  following  regulations  shall  be  considered  a 
p'art  of  the  contract  with  every  person  who  takes  the  water  ;  and 
every  such  person,  by  taking  the  water,  shall  be  considered  to 
express  his  assent  to  be  bound  thereby.  They  shall  be  printed 
upon  every  bill  for  water  rent,  and  whenever  any  one  of  them 
is  violated,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  from  the  building  or  place 
of  such  violation,  although  two  or  more  parties  may  receive  the 
water  through  the  same  pipe,  and  shall  not  be  let  on  again,  ex- 
cept by  the  order  of  the  Water  Board,  and  on  the  payment  ©f 
two  dollars ;  and  in  case  of  any  such  violation,  the  said  Board 
shall  have  the  right  to  declare  any  payment  made  for  the  water, 
by  the  person  committing  such  violation,  to  be  forfeited,  and  the 
same  shall  thereupon  be  forfeited. 

The  said  Regulations  are  as  follows :  — 

First.  All  persons  taking  the  water,  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  their  premises,  including  any  area  beneath  the  side- 
walk, in  good  repair,  and  protected  from  frost,  at  their  own  ex- 
pense ;  and  they  will  be  held  liable  for  all  damage  which  may 
result  from  their  failure  to  do  so. 

Second,  They  shall  prevent  all  unnecessary  waste  of  water, 
and  there  shall  be  no  concealment  of  the  purposes  for  which  it 
is  used. 

Third,  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes  or 
fixtures  inserted  by  the  city,  except  by  its  agents,  who  are  to  be 
allowed  to  enter  the  premises  supplied,  to  examine  the  apparatus, 
and  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

Fourth.  No  water  is  allowed  to  be  supplied  to  parties  not 
entitled  to  the  use  of  it  under  the  City  Ordinances,  unless  by 
special  permission. 

Fifth.  The  Clerk,  or  Superintendent,  or  any  person  author- 
ized by  the  Board,  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water-taker, 
to  examine  the  quantity  used,  and  the  manner  of  use. 
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Sect.  19.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  premises  where  an 
unnecessary  waste  of  water  occurs,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
two  dollars,  and  shall  be  notified  thereof  in  writing,  and  if  such 
waste  shall  not  be  prevented,  and  the  fine  aforesaid  paid,  within 
two  days  from  the  time  when  said  notice  is  given,  the  water 
shall  be  cut  off  from  the  said  premises,  and  shall  not  be  again 
let  on  until  the  waste  be  stopped  and  the  fine  paid,  together 
with  an  additional  sum  of  two  dollars  for  cutting  olF  and  letting 
on  the  water ;  and  in  case  of  a  second  offence  during  the  same 
year,  a  fine  of  four  dollars  shall  be  imposed,  and  if  not  paid  as 
before  mentioned,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off,  and  not  again  let 
on  till  the  cause  of  complaint  is  removed,  and  the  fine  paid,  to- 
gether with  two  dollars  for  cutting  off  and  letting  on  the  water  ; 
and  in  case  of  a  third  or  subsequent  offence,  the  water  shall  be 
cut  off,  and  shall  not  again  be  let  on,  except  by  a  vote  of  the 
Water  Board,  and  the  payment  of  such  fine,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars,  as  the  said  Board  may  impose. 

Sect.  20.  The  following  Rates  shall  be  charged  annually  for 
the  use  of  the  Water,  viz :  — 

Every  dwelling  house,  occupied  by  one  family,  $6,  and  $2 
each  for  every  additional  family  ;  also,  $1  on  every  $1000  or 
fraction  of  a  thousand  above  $1000  tax  valuation.  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing  rates,  there  shall  be  charged  to  each  dwelling  in 
which  a  pan  or  self-acting  water  closet  or  bathing  tub  is  used, 
the  sum  of  $5,  and  in  which  a  hopper  water  closet  is  used,  the 
sum  of  $8,  annually. 

Model  houses,  so  called,  shall  be  charged,  for  each  tenement 
having  water  fixtures  within  the  same,  $3  annually  ;  and  $3  in 
addition  for  each  pan  or  self-acting  water  closet  or  bathing  tub 
used  ;  and  $6  in  addition  for  each  hopper  water  closet  used  ;  for 
each  tenement  not  having  water  fixtures  within  the  same,  but 
taking  the  water  from  general  fixtures  used  in  common  with 
other  tenements,  $2  annually. 

Sect.  21.  The  following  rates  for  the  use  of  the  Water  in 
buildings  used  and  occupied  for  offices,  shall  be  charged,  viz. : 
for  each  office  having  water  fixtures  within  the  same,  $5  annu- 
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ally  ;  and  for  each  office  taking  water  from  fixtures  used  in  com- 
mon with  other  offices,  $2  annually.  And  in  addition  to  these 
rates,  there  shall  be  charged  for  each  pan  or  self-acting  water 
closet,  $3,  and  for  each  hopper  water  closet,  $8  annually. 

Sect.  22.  Hotels,  taverns,  and  boarding  houses,  (said  board- 
ing houses  being  valued  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  over  $8000,) 
not  including  water  for  baths,  or  for  uses  without  the  house,  shall 
be  charged  for  each  bed  for  boarders  and  lodgers  within  the  same, 
$3.  Provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  any  hotel,  tavern  or  board- 
ing house  be  charged  less  than  if  a  private  dwelling  house. 

Sect.  23.  For  each  tenement  occupied  as  a  store,  warehouse, 
office,  shop,  or  for  purposes^not  included  in  any  other  classifica- 
tion, and  not  requiring  more  than  an  ordinary  supply  of  water, 
$6  to  $25.  For  each  water  closet,  more  than  one,  supplied  for 
the  above,  $5  additional.  And  for  each  urinal,  wash-hand  basin 
or  sink,  more  than  one,  $2.50  additional. 

Sect.  24.  Private  stables  including  water  for  washing  car- 
riages, $6.    And  for  each  horse  over  two,  $3. 

Livery  stables,  including  water  for  washing  carriages,  for  each 
horse,  $3. 

Omnibus  stables,  for  each  horse,  $1.50. 

Truckmen's  stables,  for  each  horse,  $1.25.  Provided,  that  in 
no  case  shall  any  stable  be  charged  less  than  $5. 

Sect.  25.  The  right  to  attach  a  hose,  of  not  more  than  five- 
eighths  of  an  inch  orifice,  for  washing  windows,  sprinkling  streets 
or  gardens,  or  for  use  in  stables,  in  addition  to  the  charge  for 
other  uses,  not  less  than  $3  ;  and  use  of  the  same  shall  be  lim- 
ited to  one  hour  per  day. 

Sect.  26.  Refectories,  confectioneries,  eating  houses,  market 
and  fish  stalls,  provision  .shops,  refreshment  and  oyster  saloons, 
according  to  the  quantity  of  water  used,  from  $8  to  $50. 

•  Sect.  27.    Public  baths,  for  each  tub,  $5. 

Sect.  28.  Every  printing  office,  according  to  the  number  of 
presses  used,  not  including  the  supplying  of  a  steam  engine,  from 
$6  to  $40. 
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Sect.  29.  Stationary  steam  engines,  working  not  over  ten 
hours  a  day,  shall  be  charged  by  the  horse  power,  as  follows  :  for 
each  horse  power  up  to,  and  not  exceeding  ten,  the  sum  of  §10  ; 
for  each  exceeding  ten,  and  not  over  fifteen,  the  sum  of  $8  ;  for 
each  horse  power  over  fifteen,  the  sum  of  $6. 

Sect.  30.  Every  railroad  corporation,  for  supply  of  locomo- 
tive engines,  according  to  the  quantity  used,  as  ascertained  by 
metres  or  otherwise,  and  also  for  supply  of  passenger  stations. 

Sect.  31.  Steamboats  shall  be  charged  upon  the  estimated 
quantity  of  water  consumed,  and  at  the  same  rate  as  charged 
for  manufacturing  purposes  :  Provided,  however,  that  no  water 
shall  be  allowed  for  washing  purposes,  except  by  special  permis- 
sion from  the  Water  Board,  under  a  penalty  of  §10. 

Sect.  32.  For  building  purposes,  for  each  cask  of  lime  or 
cement,  seven  cents. 

Sect.  33.  Fountains  are  only  to  be  supplied  with  water  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board ;  and  shall  be  charged  upon 
the  estimated  quantity  used  each  day,  for  each  one  hundred  gal- 
lons daily  consumption,  §5. 

Sect.  34.  Bakeries.  For  the  average  daily  use  of  flour,  for 
each  barrel,  the  sum  of  $3  per  annum  :  Provided,  that  in  no 
case  shall  any  bakery  be  charged  less  than  §6. 

Sect.  35.  Manufacturing  and  all  other  business  requiring  a 
large  supply  of  water,  shall  be  charged  therefor,  as  follows  :  — 

For  the  first  2000  gallons  daily  use,  at  the  rate  of  four  cents 
per  100  gallons. 

For  the  quantity  in  excess  of  2000,  and  up  to  5000  gallons 
daily  use,  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  100  gallons. 

For  the  quantity  in  excess  of  5000,  and  up  to  12000  gallons 
daily  use,  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  100  gallons. 

When  the  dg,ily  quantity  used  exceeds  12000  gallons,  the 
price  of  such  excess  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Water  Board. 

Sect.  36.  When  water  is  required  for  purposes  which  are 
not  specified  in  the  foregoing  tariff,  the  rate  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Water  Board. 
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Sect.  37.  Whenever  two  or  more  dwelling  houses,  or  other 
estates  are  valued  together,  for  the  assessment  of  taxes,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  under  the  direction  of  the  Water  Board, 
to  make  a  separate  valuation  of  the  same ;  and  whenever  a  por- 
tion only  of  any  estate  is  justly  chargeable  for  any  water  rate, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  make  a  proper  valuation  of 
the  said  portion ;  an(J  the  water  rates  hereinbefore  provided 
shall  apply  to  such  valuations  respectively. 

Sect.  38.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  power  to  ascertain, 
by  metres,  the  quantity  of  water  used  in  any  case  ;  and  the 
proprietors  or  persons  having  charge  of  the  hotels,  taverns,  and 
boarding  houses,  mentioned  in  the  twenty-second  section  of  this 
Ordinance,  shall  also  have  power  to  place  within  their  premises, 
at  their  own  expense,  a  sufficient  water  metre,  to  be  approved  by  • 
the  clerk,  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  the  quantity  of  water 
by  them  respectively  used.  And  when  in  any  case  the  quantity 
used  shall  be  ascertained  and  measured,  in  manner  before  men- 
tioned, the  Water  Board  may  establish  a  water  rate  therefor, 
instead  of  the  specific  rate  hereinbefore  established.  Provided^ 
however^  that  the  said  rates  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  that 
hereinbefore  directed  to  be  charged  to  brewers,  distillers,  and 
other  business  requiring  a  large  supply,  for  uses  not  specified 
under  specific  regulations. 

Sect.  39.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  power  to  establish 
such  regulations  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  for  the  construc- 
tion of  water  closets,  hereafter ;  and  the  water  shall  not  be  sup- 
plied to  any  building,  unless  the  said  water  closets  shall  be  made 
conformable  to  the  said  regulations. 

Sect.  40.  No  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  right  to  insert  a 
pipe  of  not  more  than  one  inch  in  diameter,  at  the  expense  of 
the  water  taker,  and  to  be  used  only  in  case  of  fire. 

Sect.  41.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 
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No.  16. 

AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  TRUANTS. 

Sect.  1.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  shall  annually  appoint 
three  or  more  persons,  who,  alone,  shall  be  authorized,  in  case  of 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  to  make 
complaints,  and  caiTy  into  execution  the  judgments  thereon. 

Sect.  2.  Any  minor  guilty  of  being  an  habitual  truant,  or 
any  child  guilty  of  wandering  about  the  streets,  or  public  places 
of  the  city,  having  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  at- 
tending school,  and  growing  up  in  ignorance,  between  the  ages 
of  seven  and  sixteen  years,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person  named  in  the  preceding  section,  being 
convicted  of  any  of  the  offenses  therein  named,  may,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Justice  or  Court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  case, 
instead  of  the  fine  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  be  com- 
mitted for  such  time,  not  exceeding  two  years,  as  such  Justice 
or  Court  may  determine,  to  such  institution,  or  suitable  situation 
as  is  provided  for  the  purpose  in  the  following  section. 

Sect.  4.  The  Lowell  Institution  for  the  Reformation  of  Ju- 
venile Offenders,  or  such  other  institution  or  suitable  situation  as 
the  City  Council  may  hereafter  designate,  is  hereby  assigned  and 
provided  as  the  institution  to  which  offenders  named  in  the  sec- 
ond section  of  this  Ordinance  may,  upon  conviction,  be  commit- 
ted as  provided  in  the  preceding  section. 

Sect.  5.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 


No.  17. 

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  HORSE  RAILROADS. 

Sect.  1.  The  following  Rules  shall  be  observed  by  Horse 
Railroad  Corporations,  their  servants  and  agents,  making  use  of 
the  streets  in  this  city  :  — 
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1.  No  car  shall  be  drawn  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than 
seven  miles  an  hour. 

2.  Cars  drawn  in  the  same  direction  shall  be  kept  at  least 
one  hundred  feet  apart,  except  at  stations,  or  in  case  of  accident. 

3.  Cars  drawn  in  different  directions  shall  not  be  stopped 
abreast  of  each  other,  except  at  stations. 

4.  No  car  shall  be  stopped  on  a  cross-walk,  or  in  front  of  an 
intersecting  street,  except  at  stations,  or  to  avoid  collision,  or  to 
prevent  injury. 

5.  When  stopped  at  the  intersection  of  streets,  cars  shall 
stand  with  the  rear  platform  slightly  over  the  farther  crossing. 

6.  The  conductors  and  drivers  shall  keep  a  vigilant  watch 
for  teams,  carriages,  and  persons,  whether  on  the  track  or  mov- 
ing in  the  direction  thereof,  and,  on  the  first  appearance  of  dan- 
ger, shall  stop  the  car  at  once  and  take  the  best  means  of  avoid- 
ing the  same. 

7.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  by  the  conductor  to  leave  a  car 
while  it  is  in  motion. 

8.  Conductors  shall  announce  the  names  of  the  squares,  and 
principal  streets,  as  the  cars  reach  them. 

9.  Repairs  upon  such  portions  of  the  streets  as  said  corpora- 
tions are  required  to  keep  in  repair,  shall  be  made  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  to  his  acceptance. 

10.  Whenever  snow  falls  of  sufficient  depth  to  make  sleigh- 
ing, no  snow-plow  shall  be  used  on  the  tracks,  nor  shall  the  snow . 
be  removed  therefrom,  without  the  consent  of  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen,  nor  shaU  such  corporations,  their  servants  or  agents, 
without  such  consent,  sprinkle  salt,  or  any  article  of  a  decompos- 
ing nature,  on  or  over  their  tracks  or  rails. 

11.  Whenever  the  streets  wherein  the  tracks  are  laid,  become, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  unsafe  and  incon- 
venient for  travellers,  by  reason  of  accumulations  of  snow  and 
ice  between  the  track  and  the  sidewalk,  the  corporation  using 
said  track  shall  remove  such  snow  and  ice,  when  so  directed  by 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  in  writing.    And,  until  the  same  is 
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SO  removed,  after  such  notice,  the  cars  shall  cease  to  run  over 
such  track. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
foregoing  Rules,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars, 
for  each  offence. 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy.

AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  JUNK  SHOPS  AND  DEAL- 
ERS IN  SECOND-HAND  ARTICLES. 

Sect.  1.  All  Licenses  which  shaU  be  granted  according  to 
law  to  any  persons  to  be  keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase,  sale, 
or  barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  any  second-hand  articles,  and  to 
be  dealers  therein,  shall  contain  the  following  conditions  and  re- 
strictions :  — 

First.  That  every  person,  at  the  time  of  receiving  said 
license,  shall  pay  therefor  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Second.  That  every  keeper  of  such  shop  shall  keep  a  book, 
in  which  shall  be  written,  at  the  time  of  every  purchase,  a  de- 
scription of  the  article  or  articles  purchased,  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  person  from  whom,  and  the  day  and  hour  when, 
such  purchase  was  made ;  and  that  such  book  shall,  at  all  times, 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  each 
of  them,  and  the  City  Marshal,  and  of  any  person  by  either  of 
them  authorized. 

Third.  That  every  keeper  of  such  shop  shall  put,  in  some 
conspicuous  place,  a  sign  designating  that  he  is  licensed  as  such, 
and  containing  his  name. 

Fourth.  No  purchase  or  sale  of  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid 
shall  be  made  by  the  keepers  thereof,  or  any  of  them,  or  by  any 
person  for  them,  or  any  of  them,  except  during  the  hours  be- 
tween sunrise  and  sunset.    And  that  said  shops  shall,  at  all  times, 
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be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  the  City 
Marshal,  and  of  any  person  by  either  of  them  authorized. 

Fifth,  That  no  keeper  of  such  shop  shall,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, either  purchase  or  receive  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  of 
any  minor  or  apprentice,  knowing  or  having  reason  to  believe 
him  to  be  such.  And  no  articles  purchased  or  received  by  said 
keeper  shall  be  sold  by  him  until  a  period  of  at  least  one  week 
from  the  purchase  or  receipt  by  him  shall  have  elapsed. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  having  obtained  a  License 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  thereof,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  pay  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  one  dollar,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Any  License  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  Mayor  and  Al- 
dermen. 

Sect.  4.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eishi  hundred  and  seventy.

AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  POSTING  NOTICES. 

Sect.  1.  No  person  shall  post  any  written  or  printed  matter, 
except  legal  notices,  upon  any  tree,  fence,  wall,  or  building  of 
another,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof, 
nor  upon  any  property  of  the  City,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Mayor. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars. 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 
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AN  ORDINANCE  TO  REGULATE  THE  KEEPING  OF  DOGS 
WITHIN  THE  CITY  OF  CHARLESTOWN. 

Sect.  1.  On  complaint  being  made  to  the  Mayor,  of  any 
dog  within  this  city  which  shall,  by  barking,  biting,  howling,  or 
in  any  other  way  or  manner,  disturb  the  quiet  of  any  person  or 
persons  Avhomsoever,  the  Mayor,  on  such  complaint,  shall  issue 
notice  thereof  to  the  person  keeping  or  permitting  such  dog  to 
be  kept,  or  to  the  owner  thereof;  and  in  case  such  person  or 
owner  shall,  for  the  space  of  two  days  after  such  notice,  neglect 
to  cause  such  dog  to  be  removed,  and  kept  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  city,  or  to  be  destroyed,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  the  public  security  shall  require  it,  the  Board  may 
pass  an  order  requiring  the  owners  or  keepers  of  all  dogs  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Charlestown,  to  cause  a  good  and 
secure  leather  or  wire  muzzle,  made  in  basket  form,  to  be  con- 
stantly worn  by  such  dogs,  for  such  term  of  time  as  the  Board 
may  direct.  And  any  such  owners  or  keepers  who  shall  neglect 
for  the  space  of  twenty-four  hours,  after  notice  of  such  order,  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 


ISTo.  21. 

AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  THE  LEGACY  OF  THE 
LATE  ARCPHBALD  BABCOCK,  ESQUIRE. 

Sect.  1.  That  the  bequest  made  to  this  city  of  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  in  and  by  his  last  WiU  and  Testament,  by 
the  late  Archibald  Babcock,  Esquire,  deceased,  be  accepted,  upon 
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the  conditions,  and  for  the  purposes  expressed  by  him  in  his  last 
Will  and  Testament. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Finance  Committee,  and  their  successors, 
shall  be  the  Trustees  to  receive,  invest,  and  manage  the  money 
thus  bequeathed  ;  that  the  investment  thereof  shall  be  according 
to  their  discretion ;  that  the  income  thereof  shall  be  expended  in 
manner  following,  from  year  to  year,  under  the  direction  of  said 
Committee  and  their  successors  in  office :  Musicians  shall  be 
procured  and  paid  from  said  income,  to  perform  in  public,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  said  Committee  shall  direct,  subject  only  to 
these  limitations,  namely :  That  at  least  one  half  of  such  in- 
come shall  be  expended  for  musicians  to  play  on  Sullivan  Square, 
near  the  late  residence  of  said  Babcock  ;  and  that  if  musicians 
of  suitable  skill  and  accomplishments,  and  on  proper  terms,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  can  be  found  resident  in  this 
city,  such  shall  be  secured  to  the  exclusion  of  non-residents. 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  A  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  IN 
THE  CITY  OF  CHARLESTOWN. 

Sect.  1.  A  Public  Library  is  hereby  established  in  the  City 
of  Charlestown,  under  the  provisions  of  Chap.  33,  of  the  General 
Statutes. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  chosen  annually  in  the  month  of  Jan- 
uary, by  joint  ballot,  in  convention  of  the  two  branches  of  the 
City  Council,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  three 
members  of  the  Common  Council,  one  from  each  Ward,  and 
five  citizens  at  large,  to  constitute  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
Public  Library,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  others  are  cho- 
sen in  their  places  ;  and  any  vacancy  in  said  Board  shall  be  filled 
by  the  City  Council  as  aforesaid.    The  office  of  Trustee  shall 
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be  honorary,  and  no  member  of  the  Board  shall  receive  any  com" 
pensation  for  his  services. 

Sect.  3.  The  persons  so  chosen  shall  meet  and  organize 
themselves  into  a  Board,  by  the  choice  of  one  of  their  number 
as  President,  and  they  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for 
their  own  government,  and  in  relation  to  subordinate  officers  by 
them  appointed,  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  Trustees  shall  have  the  general  care  and 
control  of  the  Public  Library,  and  of  the  expenditure  of  all 
moneys  appropriated  therefor ;  they  may  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  in  relation  to  the  same,  and  may  appoint  a  Librarian, 
and  such  subordinate  officers  as  they  may  consider  necessary  and 
expedient,  define  their  duties,  and  fix  their  compensation, 
provided  that  the  total  expenditure  for  the  same  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  appropriated  therefor,  by  the  City  Council:  but  the 
provisons  mentioned  in  this  and  the  preceding  sections,  shall,  at 
all  times,  be  subject  to  any  limitations,  or  restrictions,  by  the 
City  Council. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  Trustees,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
November,  annually,  shall  present  to  the  City  Council,  a  re- 
port containing  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Library,  the 
number  of  books  that  have  been  added  during  the  past  year,  with 
an  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  together  with  such 
information  or  suggestions  as  they  may  deem  important. 

Sect.  6.  No  payment  of  money  shall  be  made  on  account  of 
the  Library,  except  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  in 
pursuance  of  a  warrant  signed  by  the  President. 

Sect.  7.  A  letter  of  acknowledgment,  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, and  countersigned  by  the  Librarian,  shall  be  promptly  re- 
turned to  each  person  making  a  donation  to  the  Library. 

Sect.  8.  In  prescribing  the  regulations  relative  to  the  care 
and  use  of  the  books,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to 
adopt  such  measures  as  shall  extend  the  benefits  of  the  institu- 
tion as  widely  as  practicable  throughout  the  community. 

Sect.  9.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 
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ISTo.  23. 

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Sect.  1.  The  School  Committee  are  authorized  to  elect  and 
contract  with  all  such  instructors  as  they  may  deem  proper  for 
the  Public  Schools,  and  to  determine  the  amount  of  their  re- 
spective salaries  ;  and  generally  they  shall  have  all  the  powers 
in  relation  to  the  care  and  management  of  the  Public  Schools 
which  School  Committees  are  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  exercise. 

Sect.  2,  The  School  Committee  shall  present  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  January, 
in  each  year,  an  estimate,  in  writing,  of  the  expenses  of  the 
Public  Schools  for  the  next  financial  year,  stating  the  amount 
required  for  salaries,  for  incidental  expenses,  and  for  the  altera- 
tion, repairs,  and  erection  of  School  Houses. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  Committee  shall  be  the  original  judges  of 
the  expediency  and  necessity  of  having  additional  or  improved 
accommodations  for  any  Public  Schools  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  ;  and  whenever,  in  their  opinion,  a  School  House  is  requir- 
ed, or  material  alterations  needed,  they  shall  send  a  communica- 
tion to  the  City  Council,  stating  the  locality  and  the  nature  of 
the  further  provisions  for  Schools  which  are  wanted.  But  no  al- 
teration or  erection  shall  be  made  except  by  the  order  of  the  City 
Council. 

Sect.  4.  The  Committee  on  Public  Property  shall  make  all 
the  repairs  or  alterations  necessary  or  proper  on  School  Houses^ 
and  charge  the  expense  thereof  to  the  appropriation  for  support 
of  Schools. 

Sect.  5.  The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Fuel  and  Light- 
ing the  Streets,  shall,  annually,  purchase  the  Fuel  for  the  PubUc 
Schools,  and  charge  the  expense  thereof  to  the  appropriation  for 
support  of  Schools. 

Sect.  6.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 
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No.  24. 

AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  THE  REGULATION  OF  CARRIAGES. 

Sect.  1.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  may  grant  licenses,  with 
such  conditions  as  they  may  see  fit  to  annex  thereto,  to  any  per- 
son, to  place  Hackney  Carriages,  or  other  vehicles,  kept  within 
the  limits  of  the  City,  in  any  public  place,  and  to  keep  the  same 
there  to  be  employed ;  and  such  licenses  they  may  revoke  at 
pleasure. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  place  any  Carriage,  or  other  vehicle, 
in  any  public  place,  to  stand  there  to  be  employed,  without  a  li- 
cense from  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  to  do  so ;  and  all  licensed 
Carriages,  and  other  vehicles,  shall  stand  in  the  places  named  in 
their  respective  licenses. 

Sect.  3.  Each  licensed  Carriage,  and  vehicle,  shall  be  legibly 
marked  by  the  owner,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  with  his  name  and 
the  number  of  his  license. 

Sect.  4.  One  dollar  shall  be  paid  for  every  license,  to  the 
City  Clerk,  who  shall  pay  the  same  into  the  City  Treasury. 
The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  licenses,  and  of  their  revo- 
cation. Each  license  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May  next 
after  its  date. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shaU  leave  any  carriage,  or  other  vehicle, 
in  any  public  street,  court,  or  lane,  in  such  a  manner,  or  for  such 
a  length  of  time  as  to  obstruct  the  public  travel. 

Sect.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this 
Ordinance,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dol- 
lars, nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  7.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 
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ISTo.  25. 

AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  EXECUTION  OF 
DEEDS,  AN?)  OTHER  INSTRUMENTS. 

Sect.  1.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  is  authorized  and  empower- 
ed to  affix  the  common  seal  of  the  city  unto,  and  to  sign,  seal, 
execute,  and  deliver,  in  behalf  of  the  city,  all  deeds  and  leases 
of  land  sold  or  leased  by  the  city ;  and  all  deeds,  agreements, 
indentures,  and  assurances,  made  and  entered  into  by  order  of 
the  City  Council. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  person,  having  lawful  authority  to 
redeem  any  estate  mortgaged  to  the  city,  shall  make  application 
to  the  Mayor  for  such  purpose,  the  Mayor  shall  have  power,  on 
the  payment  of  the  money  due  on  said  mortgage  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  city,  to  discharge,  release,  or  assign  the  same,  with- 
out liability  or  recourse  to  the  city,  the  assent  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  thereto  being  had  and  obtained,  and  to  execute,  in  be- 
half of  the  city,  any  and  all  legal  instruments  that  may  be 
necessary  for  this  purpose. 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 

ISTo.  26. 

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  THE  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS 
AND  MEASURES. 

Sect.  1.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  annually,  in  the 
month  of  March,  appoint  a  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  a  successor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed and  qualified  in  his  stead. 

Sect.  2.  He  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  perform  all  the 
duties,  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  relative  to 
the  Sealing  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Sect.  3.  The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  keep  a 
book,  to  be  provided  by  the  city,  which  shall  be  divided  into  col- 
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umns,  with  sub-divisions,  in  such  form  as  the  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts shall  determine,  and  whenever  the  Sealer  shall  perform 
any  duty  by  virtue  of  his  office,  he  shfll  enter  in  said  book,  in 
the  appropriate  column,  and  sub-division,  all  the  particulars  enu- 
merated in  said  titles,  and  every  such  book  shall  be  the  property 
of  the  city,  and  shall  be  delivered  by  the  City  Sealer,  at  the  ex- 
piration of  his  term  of  office,  to  the  City  Treasurer. 

Sect.  4.  The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  shall  at  the 
time  of  sealing,  furnish  to  the  keeper  or  owner  of  the  weights 
or  measures  sealed,  a  certificate  of  the  date  of  sealing,  and  the 
amount  received  therefor  ; —  Said  certificate  shall  be  provided  by 
the  city,  and  be  in  such  form  as  the  Committee  on  Accounts 
shall  determine. 

Sect.  5.  The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  in  compen- 
sation for  the  performance  of  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  this  Ordinance,  shall  receive  the  fees 
established  by  Statute,  until  otherwise  determined  by  the  City 
Council. 

Sect.  6.  The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  shall,  before 
entering  upon  his  duties,  give  to  the  City  Treasurer,  a  boiid,  in 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  with  sufficient  sureties,  approved 
by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  his  office.  He  shall  also  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  and 
impartial  discharge  of  said  duties. 

Sect.  7.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 


ISTo.  27. 

AN  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE  OFFICE  OF  CITY 

ENGINEER. 

Sect.  1.  There  shall  be  chosen  annually  during  the  month  of 
February,  by  ballot,  in  convention  of  the  two  branches  of  the 
City  Council;  a  City  Engineer,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  Charles- 
town.      He  shall  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  City 
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Council,  and  a  vacancy  may  be  filled  at  any  time  for  the  unex- 
pired term.  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services 
as  the  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Sect.  2.  The  City  Engineer,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  plans  of 
the  streets,  drains,  sewers,  lands,  &c.,  belonging  to  the  City. 
He  shall  classify  and  put  them  in  safe  and  convenient  form,  for 
reference  or  use.  He  shall  make  all  plans,  surveys,  measurements 
and  levels,  pertaining  to  the  city  streets,  drains,  sewers  and  lands, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  properly  belonging  to  his  office  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
or  any  Joint  Standing  or  Special  Committee  of  the  City  Council, 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 


I^o.  28. 

AN  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE  OFFICE  OF  SUPER- 
INTENDENT OF  SCHOOLS. 

Sect.  1.  The  School  Committee  are  authorized  to  choose  a 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  on 
the  last  day  of  February,  in  each  year.  And  they  shaU  have 
authority  to  define  his  duties,  and  remove  him  from  office  at  any 
time,  provided  that  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee shall  vote  therefor. 

Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  Superintendent  may 
be  fiUed  by  the  Committee  at  any  time. 

Sect.  2.  The  salary  of  said  Superintendent  shall  be  fixed 
annually  by  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  LICENSES. 

Sect.  1.  Any  license  or  permission,  which  may  be  granted  or 
given  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  any  of  the  Ordinances  of 
the  City,  may  be  revoked  and  annuUed  at  any  time  by  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen ;  and  no  license  or  permission  granted  or  given  by 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  any  Ordinance,  or  any  thing  done  or 
right  acquired  by  virtue  of  the  same,  shall  entitle  any  person  or 
persons  to  a  continuance  of  such  license,  permission,  or  thing 
done,  or  right  acquired. 

Sect.  2.  All  licenses  shaU  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
annually. 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy.

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  PAWNBROKERS. 

Sect.  1.  No  person  shall  carry  on  the  business  of  a  Pawn- 
broker in  this  City,  unless  he  is  duly  authorized  therefor  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen. 

Sect.  2.  Every  person  'carrying  on  said  business,  shall  keep 
a  book  in  which  he  shall  keep  a  record  at  the  time  of  receiv- 
ing any  article  as  a  pawn,  a  description  of  the  article  so  received, 
the  name,  age,  and  residence  of  the  person  from  whom,  and  the 
day  and  hour,  when  he  so  received  it ;  and  that  book  shall  be 
at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Mayor,  or  either  of  the 
Aldermen,  or  of  any  person  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, to  make  such  examination. 

Sect.  3.  No  Pawnbroker  shall,  dii*ectly  or  indirectly,  receive 
any  article  in  pawn,  of  any  minor  or  apprentice,  knowing  or 
having  reason  to  believe  him  to  be  such.  All  articles  taken  or  held 
by  any  Pawnbroker,  shaU  be  exhibited  to  the  Mayor,  or  either  of 
the  Aldermen,  or  to  any  person  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
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men,  to  make  such  examination,  whenever  a  demand  shall  be 
made  by  either  of  them  for  such  exhibition.  ^ 

Sect.  4.  All  licenses  granted  under  this  Ordinance  shall  de- 
signate the  place  where  the  person  licensed  may  carry  on  his  bus- 
iness, and  he  shall  not  engage  in  or  carry  on  his  business  under 
his  license  in  any  other  place  than  the  one  designated,  and  all  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  incorporated  into  every 
license  which  shall  be  granted  under  it. 

Sect.  5.  Any  person,  offending  against  either  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance,  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars,  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  6.  Every  person  at  the  time  of  receiving  said  license, 
shall  pay  therefor  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  and  all  such  licenses 
shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May,  in  each  year. 

Sect.  7.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy. 

ISTo.  31. 

AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF  THE  FIRE 
ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 

Sect.  1.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  willfully  deface,  in- 
jure or  destroy,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  Fire  Alarm 
'  Telegraph  in  this  city,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  of  its  appurte- 
nances, shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of 
Twenty  Dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  open  any  alarm  box  connec- 
ted with  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  except  by  the  authority  of, 
or  with  the  keys  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  therefor  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence, 
for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine.

AN  ORDINANCE  PRESCRIBING  THE  MODE  OF  APPOINT- 
ING CERTAIN  CITY  OFFICERS. 

Sect.  1.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  said  city  are  hereby 
authorized  to  appoint  for  the  current  and  every  succeeding  mu- 
nicipal year,  the  following  City  Officers,  to  wit:  field  drivers 
fence  viewers,  health  officers,  fish  officers,  sealers  of  weights  and 
measures,  surveyors  of  lumber,  measurers  of  wood  and  bark,  hay 
weighers,  weighers  of  coal,  measurers  and  sealers  of  leather  and 
coal  baskets,  pound  keepers,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  or  convenient  to  the  public,  unless  some  other  provi- 
sion for  the  time  being  shall  be  made  by  the  City  Council. 

Sect.  2.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy.

AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  REMOVALS  FROM  OFFICE. 

Sect.  1.  The  method  of  procedure  in  the  removal  of  Officers 
removable  by  the  City  Council  shall  be  as  follows :  The  peti- 
tion, order,  or  other  paper  asking  for  such  removal,  or  containing 
charges  or  inquiries  against  any  Officer,  shall  be  referred  to  a 
joint  special  Committee,  consisting  of  two  Aldermen  and  five 
members  of  the  Common  Council.  The  Committee  shall  give  a 
hearing  forthwith  to  all  parties  interested.  They  shall  report  to 
the  branch  of  the  government  in  which  the  proceedings  originated. 

Sect.  2.  A  Convention  shall  be  held  within  one  month  after 
the  receipt  of  such  report,  for  its  consideration  and  determina- 
tion.   No  testimony  shall  be  heard  in  Convention. 

Sect.  3.  If  the  Committee  report  in  favor  of  the  Officer,  and 
against  his  removal,  it  shall  be  competent  to  amend  the  report, 
by  an  order  for  the  removal  of  the  Officer,  and  for  a  new  election. 

Sect.  4.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy.

No.  34. 

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  THE  REVISION  OF 
ORDINANCES. 

Sect.  1.  The  foregoing  Ordinances,  comprised  in  numbers 
one  to  thirty-three,  inclusive,  being  a  revision  of  the  various  Ordi- 
nances of  the  city,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the  complete  and 
only  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Charlestown,  and  all  Ordinances 
or  parts  of  Ordinances,  heretofore  adopted,  and  not  included 
herein,  are  hereby  repealed  ;  provided,  that  neither  said  repeal  or 
any  thing  in  this  Ordinance  contained,  shall  effect  any  prosecu- 
tion pending,  or  liability  or  penalty  incurred  for  any  act  done,  or 
apply  to  any  offence  committed  prior  to  the  time  this  Ordinance 
shall  take  effect. 

Sect.  2.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy. 

I^o.  35. 

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  THE  REMOVAL  OF 

OFFAL. 

Sect.  1.  No  person  shall  remove  or  carry,  in,  along  or  through 
any  of  the  streets,  squares,  courts,  lanes,  avenues,  places  or  al- 
leys of  the  City  of  Charlestown,  any  house  dirt,  house  offal, 
swill,  or  any  refuse  substances,  either  animal  or  vegetable,  from 
any  place  in  said  city,  without  having  been  first  authorized  so  to 
do  by  the  Committee  on  Health. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Committee  on  Health,  shall  keep  a  record  of 
all  appointments  made  by  it,  of  persons  authorized  to  remove 
such  house  dirt,  house  offal,  swill,  or  any  refuse  substances,  either 
animal  or  vegetable,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  which 
record  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk. 

Sect.  3.  The  Committee  on  Health  for  the  time  being  shall 
have  full  and  complete  authority  to  appoint  and  authorize  such 
person  as  it  deems  suitable,  to  remove  any  house  dirt,  house 
oftal,  or  any  refuse  substances,  either  animal  or  vegetable,  as 
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provided  in  Section  One  of  this  Ordinance,  and  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  it  shall  deem  the  health  and  interests  of 
the  city  require. 

Sect.  4.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offence,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  5.  All  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordinances  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  so  far  as  the  same 
are  inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  6.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force, 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  February,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  aiid  seventy.
